After a propaganda war of 
unusual bitterness in the coal¬ 
fields, . first returns from the 
pithead ballot, held yesterday 
point strongly towards a final 
voce that falls short of the 55 
per cent majority required to 
mount industrial action. 

Miners in the traditionally 
moderate area of Nottingham¬ 
shire are' understood to have 
gpne against tbe executive 
recommendation of the National 
Union of Mineworkers, and 
men in the nearby “ barometer ” 
coalfield of Derbyshire are be¬ 
lieved to have said “ no" by 
about 51 per cent. 

But the real shocks are com¬ 
ing in the militant areas of 
Scotland and South Wales. 
North of the border, Sen is 
miners-are voting for the execu¬ 
tive line, but the endorsement 


varies widely, and the coalfield 
is expected to produce about a 
fiS per cent majority, compared 
with $7 per cent in the last 
strike bahoi under Conservative 
rule in 1974. 

-. And in South Wales where 
the coal board’s warnings about 
market losses if the price of 
coal rises too quickly seem to 
harp gone home. Last night, 
officials were ruefully predict¬ 
ing that the left-wing-led coal¬ 
field wiH produce a majority of 
not much more than 50 per cent. 

From the results known in 
Yorkshire, the prediction of area 
leaders that the men would give 
the XITM executive 70 per cent 
backing appear to have been 
borne out. 

Even this weight of votes is, 
however, unlikely to carrv rbe 
day against big majorities 
“against" being recorded in 
the Midlands and Durham. And 
the big wbite-collar national 
group, Colliery Official and 
Staff Association, will go 
strongly against the executive 
on advice from its leadership.

Up to 50,000 
jobs could 
go in BSC 
cutbacks

. Heavy redundancies which 
could affect up to 50,000 steel¬ 
workers are being sought by 
the British Steel Corporation 
in a desperate attempt to be¬ 
come competitive.' News of the j 
scale of the cutbacks being 
sought was given to leaders of 
the Iron and Steel Trades 
Confederation, the industry’s 
largest union yesterday by Mr 
Robert Scfcoley, tbe corpora¬ 
tion’s chief executive.

About 20,000 jobs are affected 
by closures already announced, 
and include works at North 
Wales, Northamptonshire, Lan¬ 
arkshire and on Teesside.

Shah seeks U S help 
to leave the country 


New York. Nov 30.—The 

deposed Shah of Iran said today 
that lie still planned to leave 

the United States despite 

Mexico's decision not to allow 
him to return to his residence 
there. 

Tn a statement issued by a 
.spokesman, the Shah said he 
was asking tbe Carter Adminis¬ 
tration for assistance in leaving 
the country. He did not 

specify where be wanted to go* 
President Sadat of Egypt has 
offered to seod his - personal 
aircraft, to tbe United States to 
take.rhe Shah to EgypL 
According to spokesmen for 
the Shah., the Bahamas and 
Bermuda were also possibilities. 

The statement sa*d the Shah 
was distressed over the Mexican 
Government's decision. He 
hoped that-his departure would 
help. President Carter, co resolve 
tbe Iranian crisis. 

Tbe Shah’s doctors said yes¬ 
terday that he was well enough 
to leave the United States. 
Observers expeer tbot his depar¬ 
ture’ will be carried, out with as 
much secrecy as hts arrival in 
the lUnited States.—Reuter. 
Patrick Brogan writes from 
Washington : The United States 


Government bas refused to 
make any official comment on 
Mexico’s surprising decision to 
refuse to aflow the Shah to 
return to his exile there. 

It is assumed here that the 
Mexican Government was res¬ 
ponding to the pressures of 
domestic politics, as Mexico has 
little or no contact witb Iran, 
or indeed tbe Middle East 
generally, and is therefore 
immune to Iranian pressure. 

Hie United States was given 
litrie warning of the decision, 
which is undoubtedly a disap¬ 
pointment. 

If he remains here, and 
Ayarollah Khomeini continues 
to insist on the Shah’s extra¬ 
dition as a comfitioa for tbe 
release of the hostages, then 
President Carter will, have to 
•take some further action against 
Iran. 

At any event, the .United 
States is pursuing vigorously 
its diplomatic counter-offensive, 
and hopes to win a formal con¬ 
demnation of the Iranian Gov- 
ernment by the United Nations 
Security Council and the Inter¬ 
national Court of Justice in the 
next few days!

Labour's war of words 
between rival factions over its 
future was dramatically intensi¬ 
fied last night when Mr William 
Rodgers, a former Cabinet 
minister, issued a warning thai 
if tbe “ hard liners ” of the left 
wanted a -fight to the finish they 
could have one. 

Mr Rodgers, anything but a 
tyro in. the art of political in¬ 
fighting—-he orchestrated the 
successful campaign against uni- 
lateral nuclear disarmament in 
the early 60s—said if the battle 
should spb’t rhe party, the left 
should not suppose that the 
inheritance would be theirs. 

The public entry of Mr Rod¬ 
gers into the struggle, though 
he bas been working behind 
the scenes, will no doubt put 
fresh heart into his centre-right 
colleagues, many of whom arc 
beginning to despair at the 
direction of the party. 

His speech, to the Aberrillcry 
constituency Labour Party, was 
one of the strongest yet to be 
heard from a member nf t lie 
shadow Cabinet, including Mr 
James Callaghan, the party 
leader. He has said thar (he 
party had one year, not much 
longer, in which to save itself. 

But the omens, he said, were 
not good. The national 
executive committee remained 
ruthlessly committed to a com¬ 
mission of inquiry rigged in 
favour of a single point of view. 
Its exponents wanted to clip the 
wings of MPs. They wanted to 
choose a leader who would do 
their bidding and conform to 
their requirements; and thav 
wanted to dominate the mani¬ 
festo-making process at election 
time. 

Mr Rodgers said that a party 
of the far left, in which Tri¬ 
bune members would be moder¬ 
ates, would have little appeal to 
tbe millions of voters who re¬ 
jected doctrinaire aud extreme 
solutions. “ If such a party 
were to defy the lessons of ex¬ 
perience and win a general elec¬ 


tion. it would impose a heavy 
burden on our parliamentary 
system and our mixed econ¬ 
omy he said. 

While some of bis parliamen¬ 
tary colleagues may feel that 
Mr Rodgers has been carried 
aivav by excess in his descrip¬ 
tion of’the left's direction, he 
made no bones about what he 
feU the effect would be, drop¬ 
ping a veiled hint that be and 
some of his colleagues would 
leave the parry. 

The words he used were: “I 
do not believe that many of us 
would want to be a passenger 
on such a gravy train to dis¬ 
aster.'' 

Later on in his speech, 
when he defended the party's 
traditional principles, he said: 
“If our party should abandon 
or betray these principles, it 
would be a tragedy. But they 
would not die. They would sur¬ 
vive because there would be 
men and women prepared to 
carry on the fight.

A long jump 
by Neasden 
for the 1988 
Olympics

A suggestion that the 1988 
Olympic Games should be 
staged in Neasden has emanated 
not, as might be supposed, from 
the pages of Private Eye. but 
from North London residents. 

The idea is not as bizarre as 
it sounds. A group calling itself 
the Amalgamated Wembley 
Residents’ Association poinzs 
out that, only a short distance 
from the international stadium, 
sports facilities and conference 
centre, there is a large tract 
of vacant British Rail land, the 
Neasden sidings, which would 
make an ideal site for an 
Olympic village. 

Holding the game-! at 
Wembtey/Neasden would, the 
association claims, cost little 
more than half as much as 
staging them on a new site in 
the docklands, as the Greater 
London Council has proposed. 

Moreover, the GLC’s feasi¬ 
bility sTudy shows that the 
games could make a profit of 
£196m as against an expected 
loss of £346m. 

The GLC replied yesterday 
rhar the association had con¬ 
trasted the most optimistic 
assessment for the' Wembley/ 
Neasden scheme with the most 
pessimistic few: the docklands 
site. 

It was not true to suggest that 
Sir Horace Cutler, the council 
leader,'was determined that the 
games, if they came to London 
at all, should be in the dock¬ 
lands and nowhere else. 

Brent Council, whose domain 
embraces Wembley and Neas¬ 
den, is strongly in favour of 
holding the games in _ the 
borough but far from convinced 
that the sidings are suitable for 
the Olympic village. 

Mr Norman Mikardo, chair¬ 
man of its Wembley Stadium 
plan coordinating committee, 
said that it had been hoped to 
acquire the site under the Corn- 
munity Land Act. No decision 
as to its future use had been 
taken, but a specially com¬ 
missioned survey had recom¬ 
mended a freight terminal, 
warehousing, a supermarket and!

Previous decision reversed: an 
inquiry into events after death of 
boy from neglect: missing report 


House of Commons 

An inquiry inu events following 
the death of a four-year-old boy. 
Paul Brown, is to be ordered by 
the Secretory of State for Social 
Services. Sir Ccorse Young. Under 
Secretary for Health and Social 
Securirv. said he was considering 
who l form fee inquiry would 
rake. 

The case was raised in an 
adjournment debate by Mr Frank 
Field (Birkenhead, Lab) who out¬ 
lined the events leading up to the 
death in hospital of Paul Brown 
and a local Inquiry which followed. 
He said a subsequent inquiry 
recommended that Wirral Council 
would »ani b> ask the Serrearv 
of State for Social Services (Mr 
Patrick Jen kin) to institute a com¬ 
mittee of inquiry under the 
Children Act 1975 into the ques¬ 
tion of whether the original 
inquiry bad been misled. 

The former Minister of Stete Tor 
Healtn (Mr Roland Moyle), after 
an interview wife representatives 
of the local authority, had refused 
to order an Inquiry and he had 
recently told him (Mr Field i that 
he recalled that-his most dominant 
thought In refusing it was that he 
had hoped the issue would die 
down and go away. 

It obviously had not. The Mavro¬ 
of tVirral wished to present evid¬ 
ence to the minister- An inquiry 
should be set up to review new 


evidence now coming to the fore. 
Mr David Hunt CWirnai. C) said 
that the Leader of the Council bad 
asked him m endorse on his be¬ 
half the local authority's deter¬ 
mination to seek itic truth and 
give the minister it* fullest 
cooperation in bringing the matter 
to an early conclusion. Some form 
of statutory inquiry could be the 
only satisfactory conclusion in this 
tragic case. The minister should 
not put it off. 

Sir George Young, Under Secre¬ 
tary for Health and Social Security 
(Eating, Acton, Cl said that this 
was a terrible case where a child 
died as a result of ncglact by 
foster parents. They must dn 
everything in their power m see 
that Such a case did not occur 
again in the Wirral or elsewhere. 

Tbs report of the first inquiry 
had made dear that its members 
had not seen a document, a 
memorandum which was said to 
have reported unfavourably on the 
fitness of the foster parents. 

Although two councillors had 
reported seeing the document in 
the room where Uic first inquiry 
bad been hcM. every person 
interviewed in rhe social services 
department, including the officer 
said to have been the author of 
the document, had denied its 
existence. 

He was deeply concerned about 


whai both MPs had said and aboil* 
continuing public concern over 
the rase. Mr Field apeeared to 
be asking for an inquiry not tn:o 
the death of Paul Brov.-n. but inlo 
ihe behaviour of certain officers 
long after the boy had died. 

No one who had read the 
derails could he happy about rhe 
missing document. No one with 
a concern for the welfare of 
children could f*!l to be con¬ 
cerned at the implications. 

He had, therefore, decided it 
would be wrong for him to take 
no further action and he would 
like to initiate a proper inquiry. 
In deciding what form of inquire 
was appropriate he took note of 
whar had been suggested in tne 
rtpo r i following the second 
inquiry about statutory power- 
under the Children Act existing 
for such an iarcsdganon. 

But there were other legal 
news of the scope of the Secre¬ 
tary of State's possers under that 
Act. 

In the light of what had been 
said and nf continuing unease in 
ihe Wirral. he would seek urgent 
clarification nf the urcc-.sc poweii 
of the Sccrctan nf State in a 
matter of this kind.

Babes in the bars Bill fails 


The Licensing Etc (Amendment) 
Bfll which would bare allowed 
for flexible opening hours of 
public houses and clubs between 
10 am and 11.30 pm failed to 
make progress after an all-day 
debate. The BiU would also hare 
permitted licensing magistrate* ro 
make orders allowing children 
under 14 to be admitted to speci¬ 
fied bars in licensed premises. 

In a division on fee closure 
of the debate, the motion was 
carried bv 68 votes to 14 but 
as fewer than 100 MPs bad voted 
for the majority, the debate on 
the Bill was adjourned. 

Sir Nicholas Bonsor (Nantwich, Cl. 
the sponsor of the Bill, said it dealt 
vrirh the archaic practice whereby 
parents either bad to forego feeir 
own entertainment or, as he feared 
was more often the case, leave 
feeir children outside public 
houses, on feeir own and 
unguarded. Most public bouses in 
country areas had no family rooms 
which could be used by parents 
and children for lunch under 
present law. 

There would be two safeguards 
on flexible hours. They would b^ 
limited to fee same maximum as 
at present 9i hours, wife the 
exception of Sunday, where there 
was a marginal increase, involved. 

On late night opening, magis¬ 
trates would have the discretion 
to order earlier closing rather 
than later if there was a nuisance 
in residential areas. 

Opening hours in tourist areas 
could suit the season's demand. 
It would be of value in areas 
where there were a lot of shift 
workers. 

Visitors to Britain were stag¬ 
gered by the old-fashioned and 
archaic laws on this matter, ft 
was nonsense to talk of harm being 
done to children by this. Children 
were already allowed in clubs and 
he had not beard a single sugges¬ 
tion feat Out was wrong or harm¬ 
ful. Why was it so much worse 
to take them into specified rooms, 
:hosen by licensees and vetted by 
licensing magistrates? 

Mr Alan Beith (Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, L) said alcohol in excess 
was gravely injurious to fee health 
of fee person who consumed ir. 

This proposed legislation would 
worsen street violence, crimes of 
rioience. wife battering and the 
effect on children of growm-ups 
drinking. 

Str Bernard Crains (South-East 
Essex, C) said, that under rhe 


Bill, an individual would be able 
to indulge in almost continuous 
drinking from 10 am until mid¬ 
night, and children under 14 years 
would be allowed in bars up tn 
closing time, provided they came 
in wife someone aged 13 nr over. 

This latter proposal was 
obnoxious. For the first time. It 
would be possible for a woman 
to go into a bar with a child in 
her arms, nr fnr children under 
14 to get some callow ynuth <»f 
18 tn rake them into a har and 
then leave them to their own 
devices. Such an appalling pro¬ 
posal was rejected by the over¬ 
whelming number of I ice nee es who 
were responsible people. 

Merer before the said! has any 
MP proposed the bringing of 
babes into bars. Wc arc firmly 
convinced feat the hringiqg nf 
children under 14 into bars will 
produce recruits for fee ever- 
growing army of under-age 
drinkers. 

Mr Timothy Raison, Minister of 
State, Home Office (Aylesbury, 
Cl. said it was estimated that in 
1977 there were some 750,000 
alcoholics In the United Kingdom, 
an increase of more than a third 
over fee figure 10 years ago. 
There was substantial ground for 
concern at the extent of alco¬ 
holism. 

Over the past 10 years there 
had been a marked increase in 
offences of drunkenness and it 
was disturbing that the highest 
increase by far was among males 
in the 1S-21 age group. Under age 
drinking continued to give rise tu 
serious concern. 

Drinking and driving remained 
a serious problem. It was a Factor 
in some 1.200 road deaths each 
year. One in three of all drivers 
killed in road accidents was round 
to be over fee legsti limit, and at 
night this figure rose to two in 
three. 

He did not claim tbac fee Bill 
would necessarily exacerbate 
those problems.

Schmidt party’s nuclear dilemma

One of the biggest questions 
perplexing West German 
society will be thrashed out at 
the Social Democratic Party 
Congress in West Berlin next 
week; whether, and to what 
extent, the country should allow 
itself nuclear-produced energy'. 

The importance of die debate 
lies not so mucb in who will 
win it, for the outcome is vir¬ 
tually certain. 

More significantly, it will 
bring up many of West Ger¬ 
many’s problems today : What 
values should guide the country, 
can the established political 
parties, and particularly a 
Government party, really reflect 
changes in society and, more 
immediately, will the Social 
Democrats' policy win them the 
elections ? 

Left-wing parry members are 
tn challenge Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt’s view that a certain 
amount of nuclear energy, prob¬ 
ably more than at present, is 
essential to cover increasing 
needs, keep the economy thriv¬ 
ing and thus maintain political 
stability. 

They will call instead for a 
Step-by-step reduction of the 
country’s rel ranee on nuclear 
energy, which accounts for 
about 10 per cent of total 
consumption. They want to see 
less use of energy 'which they 
believe can be achieved by 
economy programmes.

question which, owing to its 
extreme flexibility, embraces 
the Chancellor’s position and 
keeps tbe moderate Left happy, 
too.

Sevens former prisoners of 
war wiio survived Japanese 
imprisonment in Hong&mg are 
outraged by a decision- this week 
that they ere not entitled to pen¬ 
sions. 

• For 34 years' the dwindling 
number of former prisoners 
have sought full pensions, which 
are granted in Canada, the 
United States and Australia. 

In announcing that the pen¬ 
sions will not be paid, Mr Eric 
Ho, the Hongkong Secretary of 
Social Services, said many civi¬ 
lians living hi Hongkong during 
the Japanese occupation suf¬ 
fered no less item copse to cap¬ 
tivity. 

There was an angry reaction 
to this from Mar Dav&d Ewdie, 
who spent three -and a half 
years m Hongkong,after being 
captured in Malaya.' 

He said: a I would .fike faint 
to have three and a haK years 
of hell, famine . and torture, 
watching his friends: starve and 
tKe from beatings and malnutri¬ 
tion., We had .people, smuggling 


us food through the wire fences. 
How can he say they were as 
badly off as we were?" 

■It is recalled that the death, 
rate among prisoners of war in 
Hongkong was one in three com¬ 
pared with only one in 20 in 
Europe.

Nabi v British Lcyland (UK) 
Ltd - 

Before Lord Justice Megatv, Lord 
Justice Browne and Lord Justice

Sums received by an injured 
workman by way of unemploy¬ 
ment benefit under section 
12(lKa) of the Social Security 
Act, 1975, ought to be taken into 
account in assessing, as against his 
negligent employers, tbe damages 
.to be awarded for his consequent 
loss of earnings and those damages 
should be reduced accordingly. 

The Court of Appeal indicated 
that tbe time had come for the 
decision in Parsons v 
Laboratories Ltd 1(19641 1 QR 
95), which laid down the rule, to 
be reviewed ; but 'the review 
could not properly be con¬ 
ducted by the Court of Appeal 
and tbe rale must stand until the 
House of Lords or the legislature 
decided otherwise. 

Their Lordships, in a reserved 
judgment, d i s m iss e d an appeal by 
Mr Gnhalam Nabi. from a decision 
of- Mr Justice Smith who held that 
unemployment benefit awarded 
under section 12(1) of the Social 
Security Act should be taken Into 
account in assessing against his 
employers, the damages to be 
awarded for his loss of earnings 
consequent on his injury. 

Mr T. P. Russell, QC. and Mrs 
Janet Smith for Mr Nabi : Mr 
Christopher Rose, QC, and Mr 
H. K. Goddard, QC, for British 
Ley land. 

LORD JUSTICE BRIGHTMAN, 
reading the judgment of the court, 
said that Mr Nabi was injured in 
an accident found by Mr Justice 
Smith to be due to the Fault of 
tbe employers, who had left 
dangerous machinery unfenced in 
breach of their statutory duty. 
Damages were awarded under 
three heads: general damages for 
pain, suffering and loss of 
amenity; special damages in 
respect of loss of earnings tu 
date; and special damages in 
respect of loss of future earnings. 
The judge assessed the loss of 
earnings at £4,724 without regard 
to social security. He then took 
into account the Fact that Mr Nabi 
had received £2.052 by way of 
unemployment benefit and re¬ 
duced the £4.724 by that amount, 
leaving a figure of £3,362. The 
question was whether the judge 
correctly had regard to the sum 
of £1,062. 

The Social Security Act, 1973. 
required contributions to be paid 
by employees and employers, 
called Class X contributions, 
together with supplements paid by 
the Treasury. To qualify for unem¬ 
ployment benefit, a claimant must 
have nude a certain minimum 
number of contributions and the 
duration or the benefit was con¬ 
fined to a year. The scheme in 
relation to unemployment benefit 
was similar to an insurance 
scheme, in that payments were 
made by a person, having the 
effect of entitling him to a benefit 
upon the -.happening of an event 
which might or might not occur. 

Damages were compensation for 
net loss, ami if the victim of a 
personal injury or other wrong 
was In receipt of a benefit which 
he would nor have receive^ had 
the wrongful act not been done, 
that benefit, io a broad sense, 
reduced his loss and was intended 
to do so. 

Lord Reid pointed out in Parry 
p Cteiiuer ((1970) AC 1) that three 
questions had to be answered. 
First, vriiar did the plaintiff lose 
as a result- of toe accident ? The 
answer in the present. case was 
£4,724, down to the date of judg¬ 
ment. Secondly, what were the 
sums he did in fact receive as 
post - accident receipts ? -The 
answer was £1,062. Thirdly, should 
the latter be deducted from the 
former in assessing damages ? 
The problem was not resolved by 
British Transport Commission v 
Gourtep (11956] AC 1851- 

Tbere were two large and 
defined areas Jn which post- 
accideut receipts were disregarded 
at common law, namely, the 
proceeds of insurance established 
by Bradbum v GWR Co ([1874] 
LR 10 Ex 1) and rhe proceeds ot 
benevolence by Redpath v Belfast 
and Countv Down Rmiujay 1.(1947] 
Ml 167), where the plaintiff was 
the recipient of ben«lt out of a 
charity fund raised locally by the 
residents for the victims of tbe 
accident.

garded, why was it logical to take ■ 
into account payments which could 
be properly regarded as a com¬ 
bination of.insurance and. benevo* . 
ience ? 


In FitTpamck v Moore and 
Others ((1SS2J .NI 152) and in the 
Canadian case of Bourgeois i> 
Tcrop «19371 9 DLR l2d> 214j it 
was held that the benefits were 
not deductible. 

The problem came before the 
Court of Appeal in Parsons i> 
BXM Laboratories Lid on appeal 
from a Queen’s Bench master who 
had derided that unemployment 
benefit should be disregarded 
during the argument in the Courr 
of Appeal. The court had been 
referred to Bourgeois r Tzrop, bur 
not to the Irish case or Fitxpiurie* 
o Moore. The court unanimously 
reversed the master's decision and 
deducted the unemployment bene¬ 
fit from the damages. That 
derision was applied by Mr Justice 
John Stephenson in a personal 
injuries case Foxley and Another 
v OUon fl 1965] 2 QB 306). 

Their Lordships were asked to 
review those two decisions in the 
light of the House of Lords deci¬ 
sion Sn Parry v Cleaver. In that 
case a policeman who had been 
injured in a traffic accident as a 
result of tbe defendants’ admitted 
negligence was discharged In 1964 
because of his injuries. He 
obtained other but less well-paid 
employment and claimed damages 
in respect of the net annual, loss 
of earning* pending normal 
retirement at 48 in 1975. Bur as 
from July J. 1974, he received a 
police disablement pension pay¬ 
able to him during his lire, and 
the question was whether during 
the period when he was under 48 
and still claiming loss of wages, 
he had ro give credit for the 
disablement pension which he 
received from his employers 
during what should have been, 
taut for hi> accident, his working 
time on full pay in the force. 

Although there was no disable¬ 
ment fund in existence, it was 
agreed between ihe parties that he 
should be treated as if there had 
been a fund in existence to which 
he had contributed, the remainder 
of the benefit being provided by 
die police, so that employer and 
employee were the contributories 
to the notional fund. The House 
decided by a majority against 
deductibility, on the grounds that 
it would revolt the ordinary man's 
sense of justice and it was there¬ 
fore contrary 10 public policy. 
That the policeman could gain 
nothing from the benevolence of 
his friends while the only person 
to gain would be the wrongdoer. 

In the present case Mr justice 
Smith treated deduction of unem¬ 
ployment benefit as settled prac¬ 
tice and followed two cases, the 
firsr. Shaw v Cape Insulation Cn 
Ltd (unreported. July 18. 19771 
by Mr Justice Ho I lings and a deci¬ 
sion of Mr Justice Finer, and 
concluded that he was bound by 
the Parsons case. 

The courr had been pressed by 
counsel to allow the appeal on tbe 
basis that Persons had been 
wrongly decided and were obliged 
to depart from it io the liunc of 
the majority’s conclusions in the 
Porn,: case. It was submitted that 
unemployment benefit was pro¬ 
duced partly by contributions of 
the employee, made perhaps for 
many years, and was a form of 
state insurance and not an akerna- 
rive to. or a continuation or. 
wages which had been received by 
Mr Nabi during his employment. 
The benefits were therefore partly 
of the character of insurance and 
partly of benevolence. 

Furthermore, social benefits bad 
come, through a series of 
decisions, not to be deductible 
from damages paid by a wrong¬ 
doer save so far as they were 
subject to rhe statutory com¬ 
promise imposed by the Law 
Reform (Personal Injuries) Act, 
1948 las amended by the National 
Insurance Acl, 1971), which pro¬ 
vided that lu assessing damages 
for nersonal injuries, one half ot 
sickness and one half of invalidity 
benefit should be token into 
account against loss of earnings. 
Unemployment benefit and retire¬ 
ment pensions were untouched by 
statute In that context, although 
a widow's benefit and the death 
grant were to be wholly lefc nur 
of account under section 2 of the 
Fatal Accidents Act. 1959 (as 
amended by the Social Security 
Act, 1973). 

The court appreciated the force 
of that argument, but in the end 
it came down to the questiun 
whether the Parsons case was 
overruled b.v Parry’s case- There 
was no such inconsistency between 
the two decisions as would entitle 
the court to depart from (heir 
decision. The law iu relation to 
unemployment benefit was at 
present that laid down in Parsons 
and had to remain so until the 
House of Lords or the legislature 
decided otherwise. 

Tbe appeal was dismissed with 
costs.

the commissioner be required “ lu 
seek the cunscnt of the Attorney 
General for relator actions . . . 
against those who own or manage 
|blue film clubs! ”, Mr Faj-quhar- 
soit -aid that tile stage had r.<jt 
yet been reached where ihe com- 
tm^ioner had the marcrial neces¬ 
sary to support an application to 
the Attorney Generai. In their 
Lordship's judgment, to dt-ciue 
whether ur not to iusmutc such 
proceedings was alsu a mailer 
within the discretion of the com¬ 
missioner with which the courts 
should not interfere. 

Accordingly, it was nnpos-iMe 
tu say that the commissioner had 
“ turned his back on his duties." 

Mr Blackburn had raised a 
point which he did not raise m 
1973. He conterded that ihe effect 
of the commissi oner’s instructions 
was to remove from constables tiic 
power of arrest in obscenity 
cases. Apart altogether from Hie 
indisputable fact the commissioner 
had no authority to divest con¬ 
stables of their lawful powers nt 
arrest and any attempt by him ni 
do so would be of no avail, their 
Lordships were satisfied that tiiu 
practical effect of the commis¬ 
sioner's instructions was not to 
remove their powers of arrest. 

The result was Cut ttic motion 
failed and must be dismissed.

Slater charity gets 
exemption from tax 


Inland Revenue Commissioners 
v Helen Slater Charitable Trust 
Ltd 

Before Mr Justice Slade. 

A charity making outright trans¬ 
fers of money to another clarity 
is to be regarded as having “ ap¬ 
plied ” its income to “ charitable 
purposes ” notwithstanding that 
the moneys remain undistributed, 
being merely added to tbe recipi¬ 
ent charity’s capital. 

His Lordship, dismissing an 
appeal for rhe Crown, held a 
charitable trust, the Helen Slater 
Charitable Trust Ltd, to be en¬ 
titled to exemption from tax under 
section 360 (1) of the Income and 
Corporation Taxes Act, 1970, and 
section 35 (II of the Finance Act. 
1965, in respect of Income or gains 
which it paid to another charitable 
body, the Slater Foundation Ltd. 
and which die foundation did not 
itself distribute by the end of 
the year in which the payments 
were received. 

In 1970 the charitable trust was 
Incorporated at the instance of 
Mrs Helen Slater to relieve suffer¬ 
ing among the aged. Impotent or 
poor; to advance education and 
to further such other charitable 
objects as it thought fit. The 
same year the Slater Foundation, 
another registered charity with al¬ 
most idwitical charitable objects, 
was incorporated at the instance 
of Mrs Slater’s husband, Mr James 
Slater. For the three years 1973- 
75 the trust's net income was 
£739.219. £5,050 and £12,225 respec¬ 
tively. Its account showed that 
in 1973 it donated to the founda¬ 
tion £659,318, of which £578.479 
was added to the foundation's 
funds and not distributed in tbe 
year of receipt. In the following 
two years tbe trust donated £5,050 
and £12.225 to the foundation’s 
fund, both sums remaining un¬ 
distributed. 

The trust appealed against the 
rejection by the Board of Inland 
Revenue of its claim for exemp¬ 
tion from tax under section 3bD 
(1) of the Income and Corpora¬ 
tion Taxes Act. 1970, and section 
35 II) of the Finance Act, I%5. 
In respect of its income or gains 
paid to the foundation but not 
distributed by it for those three 
years. The special commissioners 
held that the disputed sums had 
been applied by the mist tor 
charitable purposes only and 
allowed the appeal. The Crown 
appealed. 

Section 360 (1) exempts chan¬ 
ties from tax “ where the income 
in question forms part of the 
income of a charity, or is . . . 
applicable to charitable purposes 
only, and so far as it is applied. 


to charitable purposes only ".

MR JUSTICE SLADE. In a 
reserved judgment, said that thu 
trust, being a registered charity 
of which the income was applicable 
to charitable purposes only, hud 
to be entitled to exemption from 
tax in so far as its income and 
gains were “ applied to charii- 
able purposes 

The Crown contended that (l) 
for the income of a charity tu 
qualify For relief there had io be 
a positive " application ” of it for 
charitable purposes; i2j the 
simple addition of fncome to 
capital did not amount to an 
** application " unless the accumu¬ 
lation was made for a specific 
charitable purpose ; and U) if 
such accumulation did not amount 
to an " application ” then no 
more did the addition of income 
to capita] through the use of a 
•* parallel body . which on the 
facts the foundation clearly us*. 

The first submission was dearly 
correct. 

In answer to the second sub¬ 
mission. the trust accepted that 
the mere holding of moneys in 
suspense weald not constitute an 
“ application ” for tbe purposes 
of the sections but contended that 
a charity’s Income could properly 
be said ro have been “ applied 
for charitable purposes ” if it hed 
been used to augmeut its endow¬ 
ment b.v way of accumulation. 

The arguments of both parties 
on the second submission left his 
Lordship with a number of 
doubts. However, in the circum¬ 
stances it was unnecessary tu reach 
a decision. Whatever other doubts 
arose as to the meaning of 
“ applicable to charitable pur¬ 
poses ”, ordinarily income must 
be said to have been so applied 
by a charitable corporation if it 
hid transferred outright assets to 
another charitable corporation. 
Anv charitable corporation which, 
acting intra sires, made an out¬ 
right transfer of money applic¬ 
able to charitable purposes to any 
other charity in such a manner 
as io pass to the transferee full 
title to the money had to he said 
itself to have applied such money 
for charitable purposes unless the 
transferor knew that the trans¬ 
feree would misapply rhe funds 
so transferred. IT followed that a 
charity could claim exemption 
without showing bow the money 
was dealr with by the transferee. 

Accordingly the trust had 
brought itself within the wording 
of the relevant sections and the 
appeal was dismissed.

McEniff v Genera) Dental Coun- 

Bcfore Lord Edmund-Davies, Lord 
Scarman and Lord Lane 
(Judgment delivered Nov 27] 

A demist charged before the 
disciplinarv cornraiicee of the 
General Dental Council with 
•• infamous or disgraceful ccmduct 
In a professional respect ”, under 
section 25<lHbj of the Dentists 
Act. 1957, should only be Found 
guilty if the conduct Is deserving 
nf rii’s strongest reprobation; mere 
negligence is not enough. The 
penalty provisions of the Act. 
whereby tbe only punishment 
officially available to the cumanil- 
tee is to direct the erasure of the 
offender’s name from tbe register, 
need to be reconsidered. 

The Privy Council dismissed an 
appeal by Mr Patrick. Joseph 
McEniff. of Enniskillen, co Fer¬ 
managh. from x finding of guilt 
recorded by the disciplinary com¬ 
mittee against him on the ground 
that he had permitted unqualified 
Staff to insert fillings in a patient's 
teeth. Mr McEniffs appeal against 
sentence of erasure was also 
dismissed. 

Section 25il) provides: “ A 
registered dentist who either 
before or after registration— . . . 
(h) has been aunty of any in¬ 
famous or disgraceful conduct in 
a professional respect, shall be 
liable to have bis name erased 
from the register."

what is bring judged is the con¬ 
duct of a demist in a professional 
respect, which falls to be judged 
In rdadon to the accepted ethical 
standards of tus profession, it 
appears to their Lordships that 
these two adjectives nevertheless 
remain as terms denoting conduct 

deserLtng nf the sirongcju repro¬ 
bation. and indeed so heinous as 
to merit, when proved. Ihe 
extreme professional penalty oC 
3triking-off.” It would be a 

comm end able course for those 
wards to be cired in every dis¬ 
ciplinary case. 

However, a misdirection to the 
committee only invalidated the 
decision If it were of substantial 
significance to the result. The 
committee in the present case had 
been reminded of derisions which 
had long been regarded as 
accurately stating the law. The 
assessor's advice was not suffic¬ 
iently defective co render tbe find¬ 
ing of guilt invalid. 

The onlv sentence the committee 
had jurisdiction to impose under 
the Act was to erase cne dentist’s 
name from the register, although 
If it did not dn that it could, and 
nor Infrequently did, deliver 2ti 
unofficial reprimand. The cor¬ 
responding provisions relating lo 
doctors bad been amended ^ to 
Include a sentence of suspension 
for less serious' breaches of the 
professional code. The Dentists 
Act ought to be reconsidered in 
that light. 

It was also open to the com¬ 
mittee to postpone sentence, 
winch might have been appropriate 
In the iastanr case. But as in 
the case of appeals under the 
Medical Act. 1956. their Lord¬ 
ships. although haring in terms 
unlimited powers to correct the 
committee's decision, wore in 
practice slow to interfere with the 
committee’s exercise oF-its dis¬ 
cretion, Although the sentence 
of erasure was severe, it could 
not be said to be wrong or un¬ 
justified.

William McGonagall, self-styled! 
poet and tragedian of Dundee, 
•was unquestionably the great-1 
est bad poet Scotland ever pro-! 
duced, a veritable Virgil of the j 
excruciating couplet, when hef 
composed the above deathless: 
stanza he was 49, but stUl only! 
at the beginning of a literary! 
career which was to culminate j 
in the ultimate recognition of I 
being turned away from the j 
gates of Balmoral Castle. i 

It is entirely fitting that this 
master carver of the artless ( 
banality, this Homer of the! 
bathetic epic whose only claim I 
to expertise was an unshake- > 
able faith in his own incompe-l 
tence, should be remembered; 
above all today for his tragic; 
narrative. The Tay Bridge j 
Disaster. He was wrong about, 
the numbers drowned, but 
right that it would stay in the I 
mind for a very long time. 1 
McGonagall, for all his faults,: 
had a certain facility for con- 1 
veying popular sentiment. 

The best remembered of all! 
great railway accidents, perhaps' 
thanks to the bard of Dundee, 1 
occurred a century ago, on the I 
Sunday night of December 28, 1 
1879. 

The Tay Bridge which fell 
that ferocious winter night,: 
taking with it a train and 
seventy-five luckless souls, was: 
itself like a McGonagall poem; 1 
a rickety epic of engineering, 1 
inadequate in desist and inept' 
in construction which was! 
remarkable, not for being done I 
well, but for being done at all. j 

Its collapse was no mere 
misfortune to be forgotten l 
with the next day’s news. It; 
was, at a few feet short of two 
miles, by far the longest, 
bridge in the world, the most; 
daring expression to date of; 
the Victorians 3 supreme self- 
confidence in their mechanical! 
skills. i j 

Its fall created a shockwave | 
comparable with drat felt at; 
the sinking of the Titanic 33; 
years later. It was a rude I 
awakening and an awful warn -1 
ing to a nation that bad grown | 
complacent with achievement,; 
greedy with profit, and care-; 
less in its relentless pursuit of. 
industrial progress. I 

Particularly, it cast a shadow; 
of doubt over the nation’s J 
engineers, who until then had 
seemed capable of limitless! 
wizardry in iron, from the 
Crystal Palace to the Great i 
Western Railway. Nothing like; 
the Tay Bridge had ever been; 
built before, and nothing quite' 
like it was ever attempted; 
again. Its construction estab¬ 
lished its designer. Thomas 
Bouch, as the outstanding civil ■ 
engineer of his day. Its col-; 
lapse ruined, broke, and in a 
very short time killed him. 

Thomas Bouch was the third; 
son of a sea-captain from ( 
Thursby in Cumberland who | 
claimed to have been seized; 
with the desire to be an 
engineer on hearing his village 
schoolmaster deliver a lesson 
on the principles of the Archi¬ 
medean Screw. He created 
such a good impression in his 
first job, as an apprentice on; 
the building of the Lancaster ■ 
and Carlisle Railway, that his; 
employer wrote to his old 
school asking for a fresh sup-! 
ply at boys of similar calibre. 

In 1849 at the age of 27, 
when the railway mania was at ’ 
its height, Bondi went to work j 
on a modest little track in 
Edinburgh, where _ he gave 
birth tn an obsession which, 
was to remain with han all his; 
life, and which indeed was to i 
prove bis undoing. ^ : 

At this time the two main' 
rival rail routes from London i 
to Scotland, the east and west 
coast lines, were beginning to 
take shape, and it was plain: 
that their eventual destination 1 
would be Aberdeen. The west; 

- coast route could strike north, 
from Glasgow, clamber round, 
the bottom edge of the High-: 
land plateau by Perth, and I 
approach Aberdeen from the! 

• landward. The way was in-J 
direct and decidedly hilly. How 
much easier, faster and; 
cheaper it would be to con¬ 
tinue the flax, straight, east 1 
coast route north from TEdin-- 
burgh by the easy terrain of! 
eastern Scotland. I 

There were two massive ob-, 
stacles, the great tidal' 
estuaries of Forth and Tay 
which gash the eastern sea-! 
board, nether less than a mile! 

' wide at Any convenient cross*! 
J ing. To Thomas Bouch the! 
J solatiott was obvious; they; 

I woadd have to be bridged.. 

It was, of course, propos-'

for the moment was content to i 
amaze everyone by designing 
the world’s first train ferry, in; 
1850, to carry wagons five 1 
miles across the Forth from! 
Graston to Burntisland. With 
its ingenious system of moving 
ramps to counter the 20ft tide 
it was a great success, and 
established Bouch’s reputation, 
enabling him to leave his'rail¬ 
way job and set up on his own . 
as a consulting civil engineer. 
He consistently refused to 
hang bis brass plate -in Great. 
George Street, Westminster, 
the Harley Street of his pro-' 
fession, preferring the profit-; 
able provincial obscurity of 
George Street, Edinburgh. 

Here, for the next 20 ye^s,; 

I be created a solid reputation j 
as e builder of cut-price rail¬ 
ways, of cheap, lightly con-, 
strutted but reliable lines 
tailor-made for those out-of-the 
way places too unprofitable for.i 
the big networks to reach. ; 

Many of his lines and bridges, 
were standing a century Hater; 
until felled by the Beeching 
axe.

But his great dream was !

1 
beset by technical difficulties, 
and it petered out. 

Thomas Bouch was not going 
to give up that easily, and he: 
tried another tack. Encouraged 
by some influential friends in [ 
the citj’, he went to Dundee 
and, at a weU-attended public 
meeting, extolled the virtues of; 
a bridge across the Tay, the, 
most obvious being that the ; 
city’s busy mills and factories! 
would then .have direct access. 

; to cheap coal from the pits of - 
i Fife, across the water. _ ! 

. The Dundonians were suspi¬ 
cious of such a venture, but: 
Bouch assured them he had. 
conquered the design problems ' 


down to the last detail, demon-! 
strating with one of nis vast 
rolls of drawings. And when 
he announced he could build 
such a bridge for less chan 
£200,000, the citizens of Dun- 1 
dee were convinced. 

Ar once the Provost and a 
clutch of leading industrialists 
formed a committee, set up a 
company, and issued a pros-, 
pectus. But it was to be 
another six years before the 
promoters were able to push a 
Bill through Parliament, there 
being a host of objectors, from 
the Caledonian Railway, pro¬ 
prietors of the inland route to < 
Aberdeen, to the City of Perth, 
whose pride as the ancient 
Scottish capital -was wounded 
by the vision of a bridge 
preventing shipping reaching it 
up the Tay. Not that much 
shipping ever did. 

In the meantime the North 
British Railway had a board- 
room shuffle and acquired a 
dynamic, aristocratic new 
chairman, John Stirling of Kip- 
pendavie, who was firmly j 
behind die Tay Bridge project I 
and gave it the railway’s sup¬ 
port-. The Bill finally went 
through, and on July 22, 1871. 
Thomas Bouch stood on the 
soiaft. shore of the wide Tay 
estuary and watched the laying; 
of die foundation stone of* his j 
dream: 

Bouch, a tall, black-bearded' 
man 1 ' of stem told ' purposeful 
visage, detested the press, and 
he ensured char no reporter 
was present at the ceremony. 
So the Dundee Advertiser lei 
off some small-arms fire in his 
direction. 

“What will be the use of 
attempting to carry the great 
East Coast Route for more' 
than two miles suspended be-, 
tween the sky and tire water 1 
on about tiie width of a respec-; 
table di n ing table? It assumes- 
immense faith in railway pas¬ 
sengers to imagine that they 1 

will trust themselves on this 
iron tightrope carried at so 
great an elevation above the;

feat so far as this bridge is- 
concerned."' 

And from, the Sidlaw Hills' 
overlooking the wide Tay, 
Patrick Matthew, a' fruit 
farmer, wrote the first of a. 
series of letters to the papers - 
of such prophetic insight that ; 
he became known as die Seer 
of Goordie:— 

“ The Great Eastern (BraneTs ;

The ferry goes to the rail¬ 
way station, but I left it at the 
Pontile Ca d*Oro. the stop after 
the Rialto, so as to make my 
way on foot back to St. Markus, 
after pausing' at Ca d’Orn 
itself. It is typical of the 
palaces which Venetian nobi¬ 
lity built for themselves in' the 
15th , century, extravagantly 
decorated with columns, and 
capitals and archways. 

Edward Gibbon did not like 
Venice, regretting that its 
“ stinking ditches H were digni¬ 
fied with “the pompous deno¬ 
mination of canalsHe 
thought its houses were old 
and ill-built, but reserved his 
greatest contempt for its major 
attractions — “a .fine bridge 
spoilt by two rows of houses 
on.it, and a large square dec¬ 
orated with the worst architec¬ 
ture I eve: yet saw” 

1 Many years later D. H. Law- 
re nee called k " an abhorrent, 
green, slippery " city", and 
others have expressed them¬ 
selves as violently.- Ia this 
regard Venice is like New 
York—a . city which you either 


adore or detest^ but about 
which you cannot be - indif¬ 
ferent. 

I find ir hard to keep up 
. with the various experts who 
warn darkly .of the - city’s 
future in a watery -grave, of 
the industrial pollution and 
the forces of nature threaten¬ 
ing its buildings and its -art 
treasures. They, seem to dis¬ 
agree about the time scale of 
tragedy, and indeed some pow¬ 
erful Italian voices have been 
heard this summer claiming 
that the city is now safe, that 
it has stopped sinking, restora¬ 
tion work is proceeding .apace 
and future high tides can be 
controlled. 

, Without scientific qualifica¬ 
tions. I am not going to add 
my voice to that particular 
argument. But I do believe the 
time has come for-the dry to 
exert some measure of control 
and to limit numbers of day 
trippers, especially in bigs 
summer. It is as true of Venice 
as of anywhere else that the 
very presence of visitors nuns 
what they have come ro 
' admire—in this, case’ the 
serenity of the dty itself. 

Very many people., from 
’Britain choose a. short stay 
holiday—a weekend in autumn 
or spring being favourite. This 
gives ooe insufficient time to 
explore Venice thoroughly, but 
at least it whets -the appetite 
for a return visit—and . that 
was- the opinion, of everyone 1 
met there who had travelled 
on such a short break holiday. 

Having said that, however, it 
must be added that some 
sights are irresistible. So 
plunge into the busy square 
and find a table .on its edge. 
Unger over coffee fit’s expen¬ 
sive enougi t) and watch the 
world go by. 


During the years when 
Venice was part of the Aus¬ 
trian Empire-having been 
sold by Napoleon in 1797—the 
famous - Fwrian’s restaurant 
was frequented by the Vene¬ 
tians while the Austrians used 

Quadri’s opposite. Thai old 
animosity his gone, but the 
restaurants flourish, with their 
orchestras serving up operetta 

? ieccs in a most theatrical 
ashion and everyone applaud- 
’ing as clarinet and violin soar 
and saw their way to each cli¬ 
max. 

The Merceria deil’OroJogio. 
a square grand enough to 
absorb the crowds, is a delight 
in the evening when rbe ped¬ 
lars. take over. All manner of 
souvenirs are hawked, from yo¬ 
yos that light up to elastic-pow¬ 
ered birds that glide and 
swoop through the evening 
sky- And the young artists sell 
their works, or busy them¬ 
selves creating instant por¬ 
traits. Ooe imagines that this 
is how the square has always 
been used, a market place as 
well as a meeting place. 

As for souvenirs in general, 
most visitors settle for a glass 
o rnam ent from Murano, either 
a delicately worked animal, a 
smooth leaping fish, or even 
an ornately decorated lamp. 
Home buy bags or belts or 
leather-work, ail of which is a 
bargain. 

I cannot, however, imagine 
who would purchase what must 
surety be some of _ the most 
tasteless geegaws in all of 
Europe—revolving gondolas 
with titty fairy lights upon 
them, and a musical box bal¬ 
lerina, or objects of a religious 
nature (more or less! set 
about with sea shells and 
highly varnished. 


If, however, you follow the 
tourist crowd along the Mer¬ 
ceria deH’Oroiogio you will 
eventually reach the Ponte di 
Rialto and, crossing it f come to 
the markets where truir and 
vegetables and fish are sold. 
Pure theatre, this, and worth 
patronising on your last morn¬ 
ing before flying home, as you 
may bring back fresh produce 
at very low cosr. 

The winter and spring break 
holidays I mention are sold by 
a number of companies, end -I 
believe the best arrangements 
are those which provide simply 
bed and breakfast accommoda¬ 
tion, leaving you free to search 
out the restaurants which suit 
your taste and your pocket- 
The city has very many and 
part of a holiday's enjoyment 
lies in discovering these. 

I recall particularly a tiny 
restaurant close to a canal 
near the Palazzo Priuli whose 
owner tempted me in with 
samples of fried squid and 
some sharp white wine to W3sb 
them down. The meal that fol¬ 
lowed was quite excellent, but 
in truth I cannot recall one in 
that ary that not. whether 
taken in such a simple estab¬ 
lishment or in the slightly 
grander places whose menus 
were more elaborate, whose 
clientele were rarely Venetians 
and whose prices, though 
higher, were not extravaganuy 
so. 

That is, I suppose, the 
** real ” Venice chat awaits dis¬ 
covery, along with the palaces 
and monuments to which the 
guidebooks will direct any 
visitor. For me, anyway, ir is 
the aspect of Venice I prefer, 
and the one that bolds the 
pleasantest memories.

The production of Giselle was 
by Peter Wright, director of 
the Sadler’s Wells Royal Ballet 
in London. Wright has made 
something of a profession out 
of Giselle, and this, 1 think, is 
about his tenth production 
across • the world. There is a 
reason for this—his is just 
about the best It has style, 
drama and maintains the 
choreography, with a few up¬ 
dates, and generally demon¬ 
strates the balletic concept of 
this archetypal romantic bal l et. 

Most of his Giselle produc¬ 
tions- have had scenery and 
costumes by the British design¬ 
er Peter Farmer who, like 
Wright, has a consummate 
understanding of the period 
and the style. This is a Giselle 
that looks, in every respect, 
like a romantic lithography 
come to life. Wright and 


Farmer provided the staging, 
but it was left to Stevenson's 
dancers to do the rest, and 1 
must say they made the whole 
production come alive. 

The company is in very good 
shape, and it is, incidentally, 
lucky in having a very sensit¬ 
ive music director in James 
Slater. Of the principals one 
has to be a lirae invidious. 1 
thought the best Giselle, and a 
dancer of the most unusual 
talent, was a young Stevenson 
protege of many years, Su¬ 
zanne Long icy. This girl, with 
her jump and her style, would 
do anything—she is a Houston 
treasure. She also found a fine 
partner in the Scot, Kenneth 
McCombs e, who has the mak¬ 
ings of a first-class premier 
danseur. 

Janie Parker and William 
Pizzuto were exultantly youth¬ 
ful as another pair, and the 


more senior Andrea Vodehnal 
and Dennis Poole broughL. 
their own authority to the bal¬ 
let as the third couple. Other 
dancers also stood out, particu¬ 
larly some of the men. Dorio 
Perez and Thomas Boyd as the 
virtuoso-dancing hilarions, and ; 
Kevin Myers in the pas m de 
quartet that in Wright’s version 
replaces Lbs peasant pas dc 
deuzt. 

Seeing a major company en 
masse for the first time ia 
obviously a somewhat cortfus-' 
ins experience. Yet this is a 
troupe America clearly must, 
take note of.

have a repertory of its own.. 
With Stevenson’s skills and, 
aspirations, I think it can.

told, who had never bad any¬ 
thing to do with iron in his 
life, and who ignored the great 
piles of nuts and bolts he 
found lying on every pier. 

And what allowance, they 
wanted to know from the hap¬ 
less designer, dsd be make for 
v.-ind pressure in his design ? 
None specially, said Sir 
Thom er, the most damning 
reply he was to make through¬ 
out ibe entire interrogation. 
His ideas on wind pressure 
had changed after consulting 
rbe Astronomer-Royal, tbe 
aptly-named Sir George Airey, 
who bad declared the greatest 
wind pressure ever likely ta 
flit a structure m mid-Tay 
to be 10 pounds to the square 
inch. The pressure that night 
would have been close to 60. 

Anyway, added Sir George, 
on the night of the storm is 
had been only 10 pounds at his 
house at Greenwich, so there. 
The fact that engineers 
throughout the world used a 
rule-of-thumb 50 pounds was of 
□3 concern to Sir George, or to 
Sir Thomas. 

Tbe inquiry finally reported 
on July 5, i860. Colonel Yol- 
land of the Board of Trade, Mr 
Barlow of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, and Mr Rotfi- 
ery. Commissioner of Wrecks, 
were agreed; they did not 
r*3lJy know die cause of tbe 
disaster. It could have been 
the train being blown against 
the girders, or the wind batter¬ 
ing an inherently faulty 
design, especially one changed 
in mid-construction, or the last 
shaky bolt tailing out, or a 
combination of all of them. 

That was not enough for Mr 
Rothery; he was not content 
only to discover the cause;*he 
also wanted to apportion the 
blame, and he added a minority 
report of his own : 

•• For these defects in the 
design, the construction and the 
maintenance Sir Thomas Bouch 
is, in our opinion, mainly to 
blame. For the fanlts of design 
he Js entirely responsible. For 
those of construction he is 
principally to blame in not 
baring exercised that super¬ 
vision over the woric which 
would have enabled him to 
detect and apply a remedy to 
them. And for the faults of 
maintenance he is also princi¬ 
pally, if not entirely, to blame in 
having neglected to maintain 
surb an inspection over tbe 
structure as its character impera¬ 
tively demanded.” 

Sir Thomas was hard at work 
designing a replacement bridge 
when this damning indictment 
was published. It was the end 
of him: the North British Rail¬ 
way knew that their new 
bridge bill would never survive 
Parliament with his name 
Reached, and they dismissed 
him. 

But he was never the same 
man after that fateful Sunday 
night. His confidence was shat¬ 
tered, he was shouted at in the 
streets of Edinburgh, and his 
health began to fail. After 
publication of the inquiry 
report his wife took him away 
to seclusion in the border town 
of Moffat and on October 30, 
weak in body and a little un¬ 
hinged in mind, he died. 

Many lessons were learned 
from Sir Thomas's mistakes, 
the most obvious being the 
need for much greater wind 
resistance. But perhaps the 
most important lesson was that 
engineering had become so 
advanced, and projects so big, 
that their execution was no 
looger within the compass of 
one man. An age that had 
begun with Joseph Paxton, 
Isambard Brunei and Robert 
Stephenson, men whose works 
could bear a single signature, 
ended.with Sir Thomas Bouch. 
It was che beginning of the 
age of the specialist, the com¬ 
mittee, the anonymous work of 
many bands. 

It was also the beginning of 
the age of steel. Bouch was 
almost the last to build great 
bridges of cast iron. 

Ten years later Thomas 
Bouch’s great dream to bridge 
the firths of Forth and Tay 
had been realized, but by other 
bands. Almost bis only 
memorials are a grudging obi¬ 
tuary by his fellow profes¬ 
sionals, a row of seaweed- 
covered stumps which cross 


the Tay like a set of bad teeth,. 
i and a new Tay Bridge which 
! employs many of his original-! 
girders. . . ; 

- -The Institution of Civil' 
Engineers gave him these vale-' 
dietary remarks: "In his 
death the profession has to 
lament one who, though carry¬ 
ing his works nearer to the 
margin of safety than many 
others would have done, dis¬ 
played boldness, originality 
and resource in a high degree, 
and bore a distinguished pan 
in the later development of the. 
railway system.'*

Every year, established 
musicians give their time free 
of charge to appear as guest 
soloists at the schools prom. 
This year’s guest artists 
included John Dank-worth,, 
Anthony Hopkins, Don Lusher . 
and Caroline Dale, a 13-year-old 
cellist, who has twice won the 
Suggia Gift, an international 
award for cellists under 21. 

My niece, Sasha, aged six, 

who bad never been to a concert 
before and who can often be 
quite a handful, sat rapt. 
throughout the 2$ hours, cling¬ 
ing at first with tense excite¬ 
ment to the edge of the balcony, 
looking around with shining 
eyes, then relaxing and joining 
in with the clapping in time to 
the music and the throwing of 
paper darts. 

But as the presenter, Mr 
Derek Jewell, reminded the 
audience, such superb musician¬ 
ship is not achieved irirbout 
sacrifice and much hard work 
by the children and teachers in¬ 
volved. While other children are 
out playing, they are in prao- 
tising. 

Wardle comprehensive school 
in Rochdale did not play in the 
schools prom this year, but it 
got to the finals with its re¬ 
corder group, all aged 13. Three- 
quarters of the pupils in the 
school learn a musical instru¬ 
ment, free of charge. 

The school of 360 pupils is 
only two and a half years old, 
yet it already has three brass 
bands, two military bands, a 
jazz band, a swing band, two 
woodwind ensembles, rhree 
choirs, classical, folk, and pop 
guitar groups, and four re¬ 
corder groups. 

When the school was set up 
In 1977 with an intake of 120 
(1-year-olds, Mr William Ander¬ 
son, the headmaster, begged the 
Rochdale authority to give him 
30 instruments to help esrabfish 
an ,r espirit de corps The 
school had no music teacher, 
but by the end of the first year 
it had won 12 music trophies. 

With the money raised from 
parents, prizes, and playing at 
shows and dances, another 56 
instruments were bought for the 
new intake of pupils. Last year. 
Wardle won 18 trophies, raised 
£4,000, and bought another 112 
instruments- It now has one full- 
time music teacher, and 12 other 
teachers help out in their spare 
time, giving up every lunch 
hour, and at least three evenings 
a week to take rehaareals. 

This was the fifth year of the 
schools prom, held over three 
nights at the Royal Albert Hall, 
and sponsored by The Times, 
the Times Educational Supple¬ 
ment and Commercial Union 
Assurance. More than 1,000 
pupils, nearly all under 18, took 
part Tens of thousands more 
came to listen. 

As ar the traditional “senior" 
promenade concerts, the schools 
prom always ends with the 
Land of Hope and Glory, 
conducted hy Anthony Hopkins, 
before the children spill out 
frcoi the dizzling lights ai»d 
thundering applause into chill 
night air ro catch their buses 
home. We may no longer be a 
lend of hepe and glory, but at 
least it was an evening of glory 
and bope and of utter delight.

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All out of the union trenches? 




December 7, the anniversary of Pearl 
Harbour, is this year set to become a 
potent date in British political life, and 
certainly in the life of Mrs Thatcher's 
Government Will it be remembered for 
the divebomber cry of Tora! Tora! 
Toro! which some Whitehall wags 
attribute to the Prime Minister’s style 
of attack? Or will it mark the awaken¬ 
ing, like the United States in 1941, of 
the slumbering giant of Britain’s silent 
majority ? 

The answer could be several years 
coming, and it could be: neither. But 
the outcome, is more Important, in 
spite of this weekend’s necessary pre¬ 
occupation*;, than either the EEC 
summit or the Rhodesia settlement. 
Next Friday, the Government's long 
awaited Bill for trades union reforms, 
assuming completion of last minute 
drafting changes, is due ro be presented 
to Parliament. The Cabiner’s intention 
is to draw the sting of union hostility 
by getting the Commons second reading 
debate out of the way before Christmas. 

The Bill's presentation to the public 
will be even more important. Mr James 
Prior, Secretary of State for Employ¬ 
ment, its author, knows better than 
anyone that this single Bill, with 
relatively limited changes to the law, 
cannot produce some masic answer for 
I our stifling industrial relations. 

Psychologically, it is a. key moment, 
and the measures themselves of such 
moment that, as Mr Prior told the 
Conservative conference, “we cannot 
afford to get them wrong n . They must 
be seen as the mainspring for the 
Government's policy to try restoring 
balance in relationships between unions 
and management. They are what many' 
people voted for in die election, if by 
tha; one can accept the notion that a 
large number, including many union 
members, voted against the excesses of 
last winter’s strikers. 

Mr Prior’s difficult task is to ensure 
understanding dm the proposals do not

intend “union bashing"; also that 
they do intend protection for the 
individual from intimidation, whether 
through closed shop or picketing 
practice*. 

The political trap all Ministers have 
10 avoid is a replay of iTie fiasco or 
(be Heath government's Industrial 
Relations Act. While there is every 
sign, that union leaders are not much 
concerned with public opiaion it would 
be disastrous if the Government were 
to throw support back their way by 
pietcnding somehow to bring the’ 
unions to heel, and even victimize 
them. 

Ideally. Mr Prior would have pre¬ 
ferred to have had the acquiescence of ' 
TUC leaders, or at best a non-aggrev- 
sion pact. This was never on. But 
at present it does look as if union 
leaders wiH find it bard to whip up 
a crusade in defence of their sacred 
immunities. 

Recent opinion polls showed massive 
majorities in favour of tbe reforms Mr 
Prinr is proposing on the closed shop, 
picketing and secret ballots. Then, 
just when it seemed that tbe unions 
themselves might be making discreet 
efforts to ensure good behaviour and 
so make the BUI unnecessary along 
came trouble.

Hospital pickets; equally- the BL 
imbroglio over Mr Derek, Robinson's 
dismissal reignited popular doubts over 
shop stewards. 

These events have also exposed the 
disarray between union leaders. And 
it was a further index of .tbe disarray 
distracting the Labour. Party as weft 
that Mrs Thatcher's intimation, last

Ion Trewin writes a fond farewell from the Literary Editor’s chair 


As she surveyed the stack of 
Jiffybags containing copies of 
books sent to The Times for 
review, a temporary secretary 
asked if that day’s tally of 27 
parcels was typical. When I 
said that at the height of tbe 
autumn publishing season we 
had even known the daily total 
to near 100, she remarked with 
a sigh: “Gosh, it’s like having 
Christmas every day." 

Indeed my thrill at opening 
publisher’s parcels hasn’t 
dimmed during seven years as 
The Times's Literary Editor. 
Some packages identify them¬ 
selves by the publisher's name 
on the label. others by tbe oft- 
repeated mis-spelling of my 
name (from Iron Truin ro Ivan 
Previn), mistakes perpetrated 
by whoever typed the dupli¬ 
cator plate in the first place. 
At least Philip Howard, my 
successor, is unlikely to have 
the same trouble. 

What whets my appetite are 
the potential treasures these 
parceds may contain. Part of 
publishing's fascination for me 
is knowing that it is still a 
trade, a business where art and 
commerce meet. If much of 
the output Ls pap and dross, 
then ritis only heightens one's 
senses for the works of 
quality. 

Faced with the daily sack- 
loads I am often tempted to go 
first for the publishers whose 
output one usually likes. But 
there's a puritan ethic, in¬ 
stilled no doubt from child- 


It used to he said that no man 
could edit The Times after tbe 
age of 58 and live. John Tha- 
deixs Delane, whose obituary 
appeared a hundred years ago, 
saw more dawns in a year than 
most people care to see in a 
lifetime. 

From the moment be 
entered the editor’s room until 
four or five in the rooming, 
the strain on a man working 
virtually singlehand.eddy must 
have been great, and in times 
of crisis, prodigious. 

Appointed to the chair In 
1841 at the astonishing age of 
23, “florid, bright-eyed, burn¬ 
ing with zeal ”, Delane burst rn 
John Blackwood’s rooms shout-

hood, which keeps recurring: 
save the host till last. Not that 
it makes any difference in the 
end, for oo matter how assid¬ 
uously one scans publishers' 
catalogues, assimilates adverti¬ 
sements in The Bookseller, or 
listens to tbe lunchtime plead¬ 
ings of editors and publicity 
managers, invariably half t&a 
books plucked from the parcels 
are unknown quantities. 

This is, I suppose, hardly 
surprising, when one considers 
just bow many books are sub¬ 
mitted ro The Times for 
review each year. In 1977 
when we last kept a complete 
record, tbe number of books 
received topped 10.000—oot in¬ 
cluding paperbacks. If that 
seetr.s a staggering figure, it is, 
in fact, only one third of the 
new titles published in Brirain 
each year. 

Price hardly seems to mat¬ 
ter. Seven years ago a typical 
hardback novel was offered ai 
£2 or £2 . 50, whereas this year 
£4.95 is already being suoer- 
seded by £5-50, even £5-95. Per¬ 
haps it is because wc remain a 
nation of book borrowers 


rather than book buyers, in 
itself an unhealthy state of 
affairs if library book purchas¬ 
ing grants are butchered wheq 
government spending cuts 
work themselves through to 
Joes! councils. 

The pleasure I find in books 
is more than just their con¬ 
tents. A wetj-made book should 
ba a .desirable object, and it 
enddea 1 me that as tides proit- 
ler.-ro and •&$» soar so pub¬ 
lishers have been forced to 
tabs abort cuts: pj per and 
print quality • decJin?, with 
clofh binding noyr a rarity. ' 

No literary editor- can pos¬ 
sibly read I2.CS0 boo*! *a a 
year, so ooe of the professional 
skills of the job is learning 
how to judge -*iich books to 
send out for . ivievr. I have 
learnt to take refuge ' in 
Francis Bacon’s observation 
that “Some books arc to be 
tasted, others to be swallowed, 
and some few to be chewed 
and digested 

Some books also choose 
themselves for review. It 
would be perverse of me to 
ignore, say, a new novel by 
Iris Murdoch, or to have 


denied the journalist in me fay. 
putting to one - side Audi cw 
Boyle’s. The Climate of Treas¬ 
on. But most satisfying of all. 
is - to discover quality for one- 
self-^-uo advance fanfares, no 
lavish pre-publicity on the-' free 
plug circuit, but merely an 
author; and his subject per¬ 
fectly matched. ’ 

We have’ been. most...for¬ 
tunate at The Times that it has 
beeo possible in tbe past seven 
years to expand the coverage 
of books ro match, in some 
way at feast, the increase in 
-titisfi pobftshed. Christmas and. 
eumroer book supplements, 
roentfa-y pages devoted to 
paperbacks quarterly features 
on ' children’s and business 
books, all help to keep the reg¬ 
ular Thursday pages, open for 
the works of imagination/, of 
lirerature and of ideas. Expan¬ 
sion does not end there; next 
year in addition, it may' even 
be possible to review a book a 
day. 

What worries me most, how¬ 
ever, is that of all the vast 
range of books published, the 
novel no longer seems •. to-' 


attract writers of talent in 1 
such numbers, as .it ' did- Tbe 1 
more . lucrative - attractions of | 
television, of journalism, of the j 
theatre -even, have dissipated^ 
the great English tradition for 
tbe writing of fictiop. -. 

The great surge of new nove- 
■ lists that began in -the' mid- 
. 1950s appears to ■ have dried 
up. First novels are still pub¬ 
lished in some numbers, but 
how many potentially great, 
novelists have .been, discovered 
ur the 1970s? For new-talent 
it will prove - in retrospect,, I 
believe, a-barren decade.... 

1 .' Yet there is still ao air of 
tbe cottage industry about pub-, 
fishing that-sere if apart from 
. other art: forms- The theatre, 
architecture^' opera and film all 
demand- ever-increasing. invest¬ 
ments of-money, whereas a book* 
remains comparatively cheap 
to produce. It is still-possible 
to set up a publishing bouse 
with • manuscripts, a. little 
capital and i 'passion for the 
job. So, while individual iititia- 
tiye.in publishing..continues to 
flourish, authors of quality w3l 
always find a home,: at least 
that is my hope;-as I go pff-to ; 
become a publisher myself. 

Inevitably,. it seems to me,, 
the- number of -new books pub¬ 
lished is likely to increase. 
Thus tasting, swallowing chew¬ 
ing and digesting will continue 
to form tne literary editor’s! 
diet. And a mast' congenial .one 
it Is, too,'as I -am sure Philip 
Howard will find: \" ...

Less than 20 years later, the 
Saturday Review lamented: 
“ No apolcgy is needed foe 
assuming that this country is 
ruled by The Times ... It is 
high time we began 10 realize 
the magnificent spectzcle 
2 fiord.3d by British freedom— 
30 millions .. - governed by a 
newspaper 

To the business of editing he 
brought a highly developed 
nose for news, adroit man- 
management, and a vision of 
tbe press as free and independ¬ 
ent 

.Measured in today's dispos¬ 
able income terms, an annual 


take home pay of £30,000 was 
a distinct asset in preserving 
independence and editorial 
objectivity. 

Backed by the Walter family 
wealth and managerial enter¬ 
prise, Defame marshalled in the 
public interest a monst/ously 
powerful newspaper, staffed by 
scholars and men of reputation 
smd a world wide chain of res¬ 
ident foreign correspondents, 
so that at any moment the 
paper could “set all Europe in 
a rate of excitement, and fill 
the greatest Cabinets and 
King* and Ministers with ter¬ 
ror or rase”. The Times could 
pronounce death on a regime 
and sentence would be exe¬ 
cuted. 


Delane was a superb polit¬ 
ical. manipulator, wooed and 
welcomed in the gilded salons 
of both _ parliamentary parties, 
whUe his flair for .rotelHgeot 
anticipation of . events was 
renowned. To talk to Delane 
was like talking ro tbe great 
political or social world itself, 
and politicians knew it.’ 

His private correspondence 
in the paper’s archives reads 
like a dm enroll: Palmerston, 
Wellington, Gladstone, Derby, 
Disraeli, Peel, Dickens, *WiIber- 
fonre, Rothschild Florence 
Nightingale and a host of field 
marshals.

Adjusting to 
night shift 
on the crease 

Brisbane 

Playing, alternately, night 

cricket and day cricket pre¬ 
sents peculiar problems of 
adjustment. This week in 
Australia the West Indians, 
after two floodlit matches in 
Sydney, on Wednesday and 
Thursday (hours of play 2.10 
until 1030) have now started 
a five-day test in' Brisbane. 
On Wednesday they left 
their hotel for the Sydney 
Cricket Ground soon after 11 
am and returned to it just 
before midnight, looking for 
new hinges to conquer after 
breaking down their dressing 
room door. 

- After their victory over 
West Indies on Thursday the 
En glish players had, a mild 
celebration in their hotel, 
which began with, rhair watch¬ 
ing the hi g hli g hts of the match 
oa television and coded with 
steak sandwiches around three 
o'clock in the morning. Four 
or five hours later they were 
awake again, the march soli 
revolving in their heads. Eng¬ 
land had enjoyed playing 
under lights, partly, of cour¬ 
se, because rBey won, and 
partly because of the novelty 
of it; but there were times 
when they found the ball Jiard 
to follow. 

This is especially so when it 
climbs into *e blazing hghts; 


players are momentarily 
blinded by them, as they 
would be by the sun, and there 
are six sets of lights ro avoid. 
From tbe press box the white 
bail was barely visible by the 
end of the match, it had 
become so dirty. Not even die 
scorers noticed that Croft, the 
last West Indian batsman, had 
been bowled h>- die Jast^ ball of 
the last over.

Ordered to be up and about 
for an early start one day, 
cricketers are now being 
encouraged to have breakfast 
in bed the next. Baseball 
players have long bees accus¬ 
tomed to rhe night shift; so 
have tennis players, though 
they are never involved, as 
cricketers are, in a match 
which takes eight hours or 
more to complete. Once the 
lights are switched on crick¬ 
eters take on tha role of per¬ 
formers, engaged not So much 
in a game as in show business. 
Tbe Australians are in yellow 
stripes this winter, with pads 
and gloves and caps to match, 
and die West Indians * in 
maroon. The umpires, all in 
black, lock to have been 
dressed by Gary Player. After 
the dinner break they wear 
apricot blazers; before it they 
could have been wearing wet 
suits. 

On Wednesday it was h»lf- 
past-eight when the last of the 
spectators paid, for admission 
and after 12 before, the ground 
was cleared. On the Hill there 
came a time when scarcely a 


sober breath was being drawn. 
The young men had been pour¬ 
ing on'to the HHl from early, 
in the day, carrying Eskies 
(portable refrigerators chat is, 
mostly shaped like tuck boxes 
bat some like cabin Trunks) 
filled with cans of cold- beer. 
.The Hill, a grass bank of per¬ 
haps an acre and- a ‘half, 
becomes so full' of people oh a 
busy day, all sitting 00 the 
grass, shoulder to shoulder, 
that movement is difficult, 
even for those capable of it.

There has been far too much 
woolly thinking, in which The 
Times has regrettably joined, to the 
effect rhat zo bring together every¬ 
body of good will in a spectrum 
from. shv. liberal Conservatives to 
social democrats would in irself be 
a solution to the problems posed 
fry Mr Jenkins. This is too simplis¬ 
tic a solution. 

The recent ideology of social 
democrats has been founded on an 
asnunotion of continuous economic 
growth as providing the resources 
for a more egalitarian society. 
Growth having ended, they have 
become, as have liberal Conserva¬ 
tives, mere managers, humane but 
wirhout vision. 

This country requires policies 
and ideas which, while centrist in 
the conventional left/right spectrum 
of dogmatism, are nevertheless radi¬ 
cal in concept, and it is significant 
Thar Mr Jenkins himself not only 
used the phrase “ the radical 
centre ”. hut also listed a range of 
policies of precisely this descrip¬ 
tion. which overlap to a remarkable 
degree with those of the Liberal 
Party: decentralization of power; 
liberty of individual conduct; 
internationalism; genuine industrial 
democracy; the creation of commu¬ 
nity values; and (implicitly) the 
whole range of environmental and 
ecological issues. 

One of the mosr significant 
features of the last General Election 
was Mrs Thatcher’s appeal as a 
'* conviction politician ”, attractive 
because she manifestly believed in 
a coherenr set of principles, and 
-voiced them. This point h-as not been 
tost on Mr Benn, who is of the same 
mould. 

For the centre to be similarly 
attractive at the next election, it 
must have a clear vision and be Mr 
Jenkins’s “ radical centre not the 
soggy antidote to Thatcherism that 
you seem to advocate.

But we did 
realize in 1972 char, given an accep¬ 
tance of the Common Agricultural 
Policy, we should have at The end 
of the transitional period to be 
paying in considerably more than 
we were taking out. And this w*as 
justified since by going in we 
avoided much worse things that 
might have happened both politi¬ 
cally and economically. 

It follows that while the famous 
£1 billion odd ■ is “ unfair ” to us, 
the reduction <rf our net contribu¬ 
tion to zero would be equally “ un¬ 
fair” 10 our partners. The Com¬ 
mission's scheme whereby we might 
reduce our net contribution by 
something like £350 million is con¬ 
sequently a reasonable basis oE 
negotiation. Nor should' some con¬ 
cession by us on oil prices be ex¬ 
cluded : if we are in the Com- 
munirv we must loot ar things from 
a general Community point of view 
and a common energy policy is 
urgently needed if we are not all 
of us to fall victims to dire inter¬ 
national events. 

Why, then, as Lord Carrington 
says, ntake so much fus* about mar¬ 
ginal sums when there are so many 
more important things to consider ? 
His is the voice of reason.

Sir, Mr Stanley Johnson, member 
of the European Parliament, wrote - 
to you on November 27 about the 
position that I adopted on behalf 
of the Government in the EEC 
Budget Council on November 23. 

1 should like, if 1 may, to put his 
remarks into perspective. 

Let me start by saying that 1 
greatly welcomed the clear mes¬ 
sage cm the Parliament on the need 
to restrain and restructure expen¬ 
diture arising from the common 
agricultural policy, as did ministers'' 
from other member states. In par¬ 
ticular. I took pains to stress due. 
wc as a Government were entirely 
sympathetic with the Parliament’s 
de«Te to curb expenditure in the 
milk sector. 

However, while the Parliament's 
initiative was of the first import¬ 
ance. it was essentially a symbolic, 
gesture. For it was not likely to 
achieve an actual cut in expendi¬ 
ture : transfer to the reserve chapter 
would no: of itself have obviated 
a need for finance since budgetary 
provision, and actual expenditure, 
results in this area from the deci¬ 
sions taken by Government repre¬ 
sentatives in the Agricultural 
Council. 

I therefore took the lead in pro¬ 
posing that, if the Council were to 
decide not to accept _ the _ Parlia¬ 
ment’s proposed modifications, it 
should accompany this action with 
a statement explaining that the 
Council shared the objectives of the 
Parliament, and accepting the urgent 
need for corrective action. As a 
result of this British initiative, and 
after much discussion, a declaration 
was agreed by the ministers of seven 
member states, including myself, 
with only the ministers representing 
Italy and rhe Netherlands not being 
prepared to support it. This stated, 
inter alia, that: 

*• die Council agrees with the Par¬ 
liament that early action by ibe 
Council is an essential step to 
secure a better balance within the 
agricultural sector of the Budger 
and within the Budget as a whole ”. 

In my view the Budget Council . 
has. through this declaration, made 
a significant contribution to pro¬ 
gress an the reform of rhe common ' 
agricultural policy. Mr Johnson 
can therefore continue to go to 
his constituency and proclaim that 
the present Government is commit¬ 
ted to a reduction in EEC farm 
spending.

“ Comfoit ye, comfort ye, my 
people."

New theory 
on death of 
St Edmund 

From Our Correspondent 
Ipswich 

A Suffolk archaeologist says he 
has evidence that St Edmund, die 
martyr, was killed In a field in a 
village just outside Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and not at Hoxne. near 
Diss, or Hetlesdon, near Norwich. 

St Edmund, King of East Anglia, 
was slain bv the Danes in 870. 
Mr Stanley west, Suffolk county 
archaeologist, says he believes the 
site of his martyrdom is a field 
io Bradfield St Clare, a village 
anout five miles from Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The new evidence is a nine¬ 
teenth-century tithe map of Bury 
Sc Edmunds that gives the name 
of a field as HeUesdon. There is 
also strong historical evidence that 
St Edmund was killed and buried 
in the area. Mr West says the 
theory that Hoxne is the site of 
St Edmund's death was just 
medieval gloss and there was 
nothing co suggest that HeUesdon, 
near Norwich, was the site.

Medicine: Infection 
in pregnancy 


By Our Medical Correspondent 
The standard advice given by doc¬ 
tors that-sexual intercourse may 
safely be continued throughout 
pregnancy may have to be revised 
In the light of a research study 
from-tiie United States. That has 
shown that infection of tiie amzd- 
-otic Buid surrounding the unborn 
baby, a rare but serious compli¬ 
cation of late pregnancy, occurred 
more frequently among women 
who had had sexual intercourse 
In the month before tbe birth - 
of their babies. . 

The survey, organized by the Us 
National Institute of Neurological 
and Communicative Disorders and 
Stroke, was based on records of 
27,000 pregnancies. In each case 
the afterbirth was examined for 
evidence of infection in the amnl- 
odc fluid. The frequency of infec¬ 
tion was 156 per thousand births 
In the women who had had inter¬ 
course late in pregnancy as com¬ 
pared with 117 per thousand in 
those who had not • ' '*» ’ 

More important the women who 
reported having had sexual inter¬ 
course had more severe infections, - 


so that 11 per cent o l the infeo- 
. tions . in those women -ended in 
the death of their babies, .Com¬ 
pared with only- 2.4- per "cent, of' 
the Infections .in the. women who 
had abstained from sex in the- last 
month of - pregnancy. • . T ” 

While no proof is advanced for 
the . mechanism of 'Infection .in 
these cans, the report concludes 
that it is likely .to be caused by 
bacterial contamination dating sex¬ 
ual intercourse of tbe cervix—the 
entr a nce to the' pregnant uterus. 
Whatever the reasons for the asso¬ 
ciation, the conclusions seem 
plain. ■■ • • ' r 

Although the rislr of serious, 
intra-uterine infection is Small, 
there were .only 134 deaths from 
that cause In the 27,000 pregnan-' 
des, prevention should be pos¬ 
sible either by.; abstention from 
sexual intercourse late-in preg¬ 
nancy or by fastidious attention 
to hygiene, _or possibly tbe use 
of a .contraceptive sheath..

The night sky in December

Mercury will reach greatest elonga¬ 
tion on the 7th when it will rise 
about two hours before the Son. Al 
07b it wffl be in (he South-east at 
an altitude of about 8* and magni¬ 
tude —03. Over the next few days 
it will brighten, bnt will sex 
earlier. 

Venus is a bright object In the 
South-west, setting about an hour 
after the Sun at the beginning of 
tbe month and nearly three hours ' 
at tbe end.’ Owing to its large 
southerly declination ir wO] be 
very low in the UK sky. Unless the 
sky is very dear right down to the 
horizon, tbe planet is unlikely to 
be seen in the first three weeks of 
tbe mooch. Tbe Moon -will be 5* 
north of It on the 21st. 

Mars is a morning object, rising 
early enough to appear on our 
map. where tbe arrow shows its 
motion during the month.

So it 
wo 5 all the more refreshing to 
bear that the Bristol City manager, 
AUa Dicks, bad been offered a 
10-vear contract- Although only in 
his' mid-40's, Mr Dicks already 
holds the record for being tbe 
League's longest serving manager 
with one clob. 

He was assistant to Jimmy Hill 
at Coventry before moving to Ash¬ 
ton Gate in 1967 when City were 
Girting with relegation. It took 
unol 1976 to return tbe club to 
tbe first division for the first time 
in 65 years and in that time he 
developed the art of balancing 
local demands for success with 
good housekeeping. 

He has sympathy for any man¬ 
ager who constantly battles with 
Impatient directors and supporters. 
He' says it is ‘‘fake being in a 
goldfish bowl ”. Being in charge 
of one of tbe less glamorous clubs 
screens him from the more dis¬ 
tasteful, nation-wide criticisms, but 
be will admit to haring weathered 
one or two nasty squalls. 

His first concern has been to

Susan Garland, a 13-year, old 
Bristol slater, is included in the 
British figure skating team, 
announced yesterday, for the 
Winter Olympic Games to be held 
at Lake Plaad, New York State; 
from February 13 to 24. Miss 
Garland won the British pairs title, 
for the second time, with Robert 
Daw 115), earlier in the week at 
Richmond. 

Young as she is. Miss Garland 
ft not die youngest British com¬ 
petitor In die Games, nor indeed 
the youngest skater. That distinc¬ 
tion, according to the publishers 
ctf the Guinness Book of Records, 
belongs to the renowned Cecilia 
Cohedge, who competed in the 
1932 Games (also at Lake Placid) 
at the age of 11 . 

The selection of Miss Garland 

and Daw “ fulfils a life-long 

ambition ” of their trainer, 
Pauline Williams. Daw's step¬ 
mother. it was, she said yester¬ 
day, every professional’s dream 
to produce an Olympic skater. 
Her young charges had been 
•* over the moon ” when they 
had learnt of their selection. 

She is not expecting any fire¬ 
works this season. “ Where we 
come is not important”, she says. 
“ It's the experience that matters 
at this stage.” But she believes 
that her stepson and Miss Gar¬ 
land are already good enough not 
to' be languishing at the bottom 
of the results lists. 

Pairs skating is virtually a lost, 
art in Britain and one has to look 
back to 1353 to discover when we 
last won a world championship. 
The winners then were John and 
Jennifer Nicks, brother and 
aster. Another coincidence is that 
John Nicks now trains the current 
holders of the world title, Tai 
Kabilcuria and Randy Gardner, in 
the United States.

1980-81 
were announced. The Treasury 
k' hoping the Government’s 
anplublished plans for next year 
will contain more cuts. 

Ministers have made ft clear 
to®* prospects for tire economy 
and for _ public spending look 
bleaker xa the light of the re¬ 
cent monetary crisis. 

They have suggested that 
they would be willing to look 
again at their spentocg plans 
if they believed that this were 
necessary to control public 
borrowing. and the money 
supply, 

■ The Government is bring 
forced to re-examine its de- 
a 82 ons on spending very 
shortly-after making them. The 
White Paper containing next 
year’s planned spending, in 
volume terms, was published 
only a month ago. 

Two weeks later it became 
dear that the volume of spend¬ 
ing was going to be squeezed by 
the application of right • cash, 
limits. It is now possible that 
further cuts will be made in 
addition to the original plans. 

These could be achieved 
through the combination of a 
more severe cash limit on 
government departments, and 
the announced changes in pro¬ 
grammes for local authorities' 
and nationalized industries. 

Tbe Government has not/vpt 
set next year’s cash limits'for 
central government depart¬ 
ments. It. wiH probably do this 
next spring.

Publication of tbe next public 
spending White Paper, which 
will contain plans for the years

reflects the difficulty, ministers 
have had in reaching a deri¬ 
sion.

Proposals for. merging Grieve- 
son Grant and J fit. .A Scrim- 
geour, nro prominent City 
'stockbroking firms, have foun¬ 
dered—only two weeks after 
talks began. 

Tbe idea bad been promoted 
as the largest amalgamation of 
its kind so far, but its failure 
reflected tbe stockbroking 
community's gloomy outlook 
for the early 1980s. 

Scrimgeour and Grieveson 
said they were seizing the 
chance to merge while they 
were in a strong position, 
rather than risk being forced 
to take hasty action later by a 
low level of‘business, spiralling 
costs and the uncertainties over 
the . future of the Stock 
Exchange cartel. 

But in the end key employees 
of both firms reacted so 
strongly against tbe idea of the 
link, and the redundancies and 
staff frictions wfaich they 
feared might follow, that the 
board of Scrimgeour and the 
partners of Grieveson decided 
to call off roe idea. 

An official statement said 
that “ after detailed discussions 
the process of integrating their 
two businesses has proved more 
difficult than was at first 
appreciated ”. 

Nevertheless there was sur¬ 
prise that die talks bare been 
broken off so soon after mer¬ 
ger proposals were announced, 
even though both parties ad¬ 
mitted at the outset that there 
could be difficulties during the 
negotiations. 

These problems were ex¬ 
pected to arise over tbe 
taxation and accounting com¬ 
plications of merging one of 
toe. few corporate stockbroking 


' i 
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firms, Scrimgeour. with a 
partnership, such as Grieresoo. 

Neither party had any doubt 
however that, had tbe merger 
succeeded, a new partnership 
would have been formed be¬ 
cause Scrimgeour, like other 
Stock Exchange firms < notably 
die leading stockjobbers, Wedd 
Durlacber Mordaum which 
formed itself into a company 
and then rererted back to a 
partnership) had already 
acknowledged that new taxation 
levels gave great incentive to 
employees of a partnership. 

However, the discussions 
never reached this stage. Mr 
Dick Allen, finance director of 
Scrirngeour. said last night: 
“We went into the discussions 
with Grieveson believing we 
could form a stronger, bigger 
and more competitive firm, and 
we found, thar there were more 
problems than we realized. 

In some important areas a 
completely different approach 
was apparent. In institutional 
research, for example. Scrim- 


geour's approach is highly 
sophisticated while that of 
Grieveson is more broadly 
spread and general. At first 
sight it looked as though the 
two firms were compatible, but 
it became clear that they were 
in fact trying to serve two 
entirely different types of 
institutional client. 

The merger idea, which fol¬ 
lowed shortly after tbe success¬ 
ful link-up of Joseph Sebag and 
W. i. Carr, had been suggested 
to Scrimgeour by Grieveson. 
Scrimgeour, faced with the rela¬ 
tive problems created by its 
corporate status aod thinking 
like Grieveson, that if the idea 
of a merger appealed, the time 
to do it was now rather than 
later, agreed to negotiations. 

These were disclosed at an 
early stage to avoid unnecessary 
rumour io the stock market, but 
when the full force of tbe pro¬ 
posals became clear to the 
employees of both firms strong 
opposition emerged against 
going ahead. 


One particular difficulty 
would have been merging tbe 
settlement departments of the 
two firms. Grieveson’s is at 
Tunbridge Wells, a sophisti¬ 
cated company with a young 
staff. Scrimgeour’s settlement 
systems are rather more tradi¬ 
tional, with an older and more 
experienced staff. It became 
clear that there were funda¬ 
mental differences in approach 
between the two. 

It was Grieveson who actually 
derided to call the talks off, 
althou gh by that time it was 
already clear to both firms that 
the merger proposals had foun¬ 
dered. Nevertheless, Mr John 
Brew, a senior partner of 
Grieveson, said that his firm was 
still attracted hr the idea of 
merging with someone, and dis¬ 
cussions were possible in tbe 
future. 

For its part Scrimgeour may 
now debate once again whether 
it should disband its corporate 
status and revert to a partner¬ 
ship.

Internal' studies by officials 
at the Treasury and the Bank of 
England are believed to have 
come to the conclusion that if 
the authorities are to switch. 
From controlling money supply 
to control of the monetary base, 
the only workable scheme is 
one broadly along the lines pro¬ 
posed by Professor Brian Grif¬ 
fiths of the City University. 

The authorities are known to 
have looked at a number of 
options, including proposals by 
Mr Gordon Pepper, and at tbe 
system adopted by the Swiss 
National Bank. 

It is likely that the mam 
outlines of the Griffiths scheme 
•Will be identified as the most 
fruitful path for investigation 
when the Government discun- 
sion document on monetary 
control is published. 

The rnain features of the 
scheme are chat eligible reserve 
assets should be redefined so 
they only include notes and 
coin in die bank, plus deposits 
at die Bank of England. The 
existing reserve asset ratio rule 
could be abolished and the Bank 
of England would set out to 
control tbe monetary base. 

A switch from the present 
system of controlling the.money 
supply co focusing on the mone¬ 
tary base has been advocated 
by many monetarist economists. 

The money base is a much 
narrower. . .definition of the 
supply than the indicators which 
the authorities presently try to 
manipulate. In practice, it forms 


the foundation of credit crea¬ 
tion throughout the financial 
System. There has been growing 
interest among Treasury Minis¬ 
ters in the idea of going back 
to basics in controlling the 
money supply. 

Sir Geoffrey Howe, Chancel¬ 
lor, said that a switch to a mone¬ 
tary base system might have ad¬ 
vantages, when announcing tbe 
recent increase in Minimum 
Lending Rate. Mr Nigel Lawson, 
Financial Secretary to the Trea¬ 
sury, has spoken fairly warmly 
of the possibilities of a change. 
However, no derision on 
whether to go ahead with a 
switch in rhe system af'control 
is likely until responses have 
been obtained in the City. 

It is recognized that a switch 
hr. the system of monetary con¬ 
trol will have profound institu¬ 
tional consequences. Clearing 
banks would have to keep more 
cash on hand on which they 
would not earn interest. There 
would also be changes in tbe 
. role of such institutions as the 
discount bouses, and the Bank 
of England might have to pay 
interest on deposms stored. 

It is also accepted that 
changes in interest rates might 
be more frequent and that the 
Government might have to 
accept that it could not control 
the price of its tap stock. Ail 
of these changes make it cer¬ 
tain that before any decision 
to switch to a monetary base 
system is taken, there wi ll be 
some intense discussions witfa-

U S banks

Citibank and manv other 
large banks announced cuts to 
35-5 per cent from 15.75 per 
cent in prime lending rates in 
New York today. These are 
cautious moves,' given the weak¬ 
ness of loan demand, and 
reflect expectations — after 
some money supply gains in 
the last week—that tbe Federal 
Reserve will nor ease credit 
conditions for the time being. 
Chase Manhattan Bank remains 
the only major national bank to 
have posted a 15.25 per cent 
prime lending rate. 

Economic statistics released 
today strengthen tbe impression 
that the United States is moving 
into a recession. There are no 
signs of ay easing in fiscal and 
monetary polities and President 
Carter warned today that his 
budget in January will be 
“ stringent 

Evidence of a recession is 
multiplying, with sharp declines 
in business loans at banks, cuts 
in bank lending rates. Heavy 
falls in new boiising starts and 
substantial declines in new car 
sales. Tbe Commerce Depart¬ 
ment reported that the compo¬ 
site index of leading economic 
indicators- fell OB per cent last 
month, after a slight gain of 
02per cent in September. 

The Commerce Department 
noted that die new composite 
index showed a rise in redun¬ 
dancies in manufacturing and 
declines in business orders and 
sales. A particularly large fall 
in new building permits was 
tbe most important factor in 
the 0.9 per cent cut in die 
index, which took it to 138.8 
0967*100). 

President Carter is . facing 
mounting pressure to increase 
public spending, both from his 
potidcaJ advisers, who view this 
as a means of winning- votes 
and from state and local 
officials who are meeting 
dwindling revenues as the 
economy nans down.

Dollar under heavy

The dollar came under heavy 
pressure in the world’s cur¬ 
rency markets yesterday. The 
price of gold soared in very 
active trading, in reaction to 
the fears about the instability 
on currency markets.

Dealers believe that 
tbe dollar will remain under 
pressure as more and more 
holders decide to switch to 
other currencies thought to be 
politically safer. Sterling 
jumped by 1.65 cents to close 
at $2.1993. offer topping $2.20 
in the afternoon. 

The dollar went near its his¬ 
toric lows against the Deutsche 
mark yesterday, dosing finally 
at 1.7300, down from DML7405 
on Thursday. Against the Swiss 
franc the dollar dropped to 


Snfl.398 from Swf1.62225. 

The French franc has gained 
a lot of ground since the crisis 
In Iran. It is likely that some 
dollar holders would favour the 
franc as an alternative to the 
United States currency. Yester¬ 
day it closed at Frf4.06373 to 
the dollar, a rise of over 1 per 
cent against the dollar this 
week. 

In the aftermath of the 
Danish krone devaluation, the 
Swedish and Norwegian govern¬ 
ments yesterday took action to 
tighten credit. Discount rates 
in both countries went up by 
2 points from 7 per cent to 
9 per cent

No agreement to resign, 
Spillers chairman says

Mr Michael Vernon, chair¬ 
man of Spillers, denied yester¬ 
day that he had agreed to 
resign in the face of the success¬ 
ful bid from Dalgety. But he 
admitted be bad received an 
invitation from Mr David 
Donne, chairman of Dalgety, to 
state the terms on which he was 
prepared to, leave. 

Dalgety, an international food 
and agricultural products 
group, now has 77 per cent of 
Spillers, whose business is 
broadly similar. The takeover 
has been notable for the 
tenacious defence _ by rhe 
Spillers board and its refusal 
at any stage to recommend 
Dalgety's terms. 

However, lest night • Mr 
Donne said die rearguard action 
was just wasting time. He con¬ 
firmed that negotiations with 
Mr Vernon were in progress 
and added : “The point is that 
Mr Vernon no longer sees a 
future for Mr Vernon as 
chairman of Spillers”. 

One of the main items uuder 
negotiation is believed to be 
Mr Vernon’s rights under his 
service agreement. Mr Donne 
agreed that this was part of 
the rrgotiarions. It is pointed 
out in the City that if Mr Ver¬ 
non were to resign he might 
forfeit some of these rights- 
His salary is £47,000 and his 


contract has four years to run. 

But the indications are that 
Dalgety could be losing its pati¬ 
ence. Mr Donne emphasized 
last night that Dalgety is now 
in a position to determine who 
sits on the SpiUers board. Tbe 
successful bidder does not have 
to wait until it controls 90 per 
cent of the company, at which 
point it can purchase outstand¬ 
ing shares compulsorily. 

Nevertheless the Spillers 
directors still refuse to recom¬ 
mend Dalgety’s terms. Two 
days ago they suggested to 
shareholders that there was no 
advantage in staying in a 
minority. T5ie alternatives 
were to sell in the market or 
to accept toe offer 

Tbe essence of Spillers’ 
defence has been that Dajgety’s 
paper offer of one of its shares 
for every six of SpiUers is not 
in the shareholders’ interest. 
When the offer was launched 
on August 17 Dalgety and 
SpiUers stood at 300p and 49Ip 
respectively, compared with 
252p and 43p last night. 

Three Dalgety board mem¬ 
bers are to join Spillers’ direc¬ 
tors. while one SpiUers director 
will sit on the Dalgety board. 
But toe feeling is that unless 
Mr Vernon aid Mr Donne agree 
on terms soon toe whole 
SpiUers board could go. 


EEC leaders 
call for more 
effective 
energy policy

The nine heads of govern¬ 
ment of the EEC today urged 
that the community develop a 
more effective energy policy to 
cope with what their final com¬ 
munique described as a ** very 
serious" world energy situa¬ 
tion. 

In a summit that was over¬ 
shadowed by Britain’s attempt 
to reduce its net contribution 
to the EEC budget, energy was 
about the only other _ subject 
considered in any derail. 

Herr Helmut Schmidt, the 
West German Chancellor, took 
the initiative and called for 
Community energy policies to 
be extended to oil and gas and 
spending on coal. 

The chancellor told his fellow 
heads of government rhat_ the 
Community's energy policies 
were at present in a state of 
imbalance, in that only nuclear 
power and coal were covered 
by treaty. 

In a proposal that could have 
a big impact on Britain, he was 
reported to have suggested toe 
creation of a new c risis 
mechanism to ensure that North 
Sea oil would be shared be¬ 
tween member states and pro¬ 
duction increased jn toe event 
of an oil supply crisis. 

The West Germans would 
also like to see toe Community 
develop a common front vis-a- 
vis the Opec states. Herr 
Schmidt said that it was not 
sufficient for the Community to 
decide on national import 
objectives for oil as _ the next 
meeting of energy ministers is 
scheduled to do, next Tuesday. 

In advocating increased Com¬ 
munity spending on coal, Herr 
Schmidt pointed put that Ger¬ 
many was subsidizing its coal 
industry at a rate of DM6,000m 
a year and the entire Com¬ 
munity was able to benefit from 
this resource. 

In their final communique, 
toe nine heads of government 
reaffirmed that the next stage 
in building up tbe European 
Monetary System should go 
ahead as planned. 

They said toe European 
monetary fund should be set up 
on schedule by March 3982, and 
called on toe commission to 
submit a report to the next 
Council meeting setting out the 
progress made

Lord Kearton, who resigned 
a month ago, was replaced 
immediately by Mr Utiger as 
j temporary chairman for a 
, period expected to be six to 
| eight months. At toe time Mr 
1 Utiger said be would take a 
month to decide who should be 
appointed Chief Executive. 

His decision effectively to 
i appoinr himself means that the 
long-term leadership of toe 
BNOC has not been decided and 
must wait until the restructur¬ 
ing ordered by toe Secretory 
of State for Energy, Mr David 
Howell, has been completed. 

It was expected that the post 
of chairman and chief execu¬ 
tive -would be separated once 
Lord Kearton had left. It 
looked most unlikely that Mr 
Utiger. who retains toe chair¬ 
manship of British Aluminium 
Company, where he bas execu¬ 
tive responsibilities, would wish 
to take on BNOC, panjcularly- 
as his appointment was only 
temporary. 

Lord Kearton had poshed 
strongly for Mr Alastair 
Morton, a former member oE 
toe Industrial Reorganization 
Corporation, a creation of the

1964 Wilson Government, and 
a managing director of BNOC 
to take over as chief executive. 

Mr Morton was responsible 
for both toe raising of S825xn 
from American banks in 1377, 
which caused a storm in the 
House of Commons public 
accounts committee because it 
fell outside parliamentary con¬ 
trol and for toe more recent 
idea to raise £500m for the 
public sector borrowing require¬ 
ment through a short-term for¬ 
ward oil sale. 

It had been thought that he 
would leave with Lord Kearton 
if be failed to get the chief 
executive’s job. The Department 
of Energy, however, was known 
to prefer that someone else 
should get tbe job. 

The temporary appointment 
of Mr Utiger is explained on 
the grounds that during a trans¬ 
itional period it is sensible to 
have a transitional chairman.

Within 
the Government, however, there 
have been suggestions that the

The eventual choice of chief 
executive will depend on 
whether there is one company 
or two. and what form toese 
companies take.

Airfix chairman Mr Ralph 
Ehrmann announced toe closure 
as lie reported toe group's in¬ 
terim figures.- He -said toe- board 
had “• refociandy *• reached its 
decision to tout down produc¬ 
tion of Meccano and 'Dinky in 
Liverpool after the division bad 
turned in losses . for. the six 
.months to September 30. .2979 
of nearly £lm. '' 

Meccano has beeo - in con- 


linous production at toe Binns 
Road factory since the 
children’s building kit was first 
launched in 1906. Sales built 
up over toe following 26 years 
to a point -when Meccano Ltd 
felt confident enough to launch 
another innovative toy on to toe 
' market—Dinky Toys. 

Launched m 1932, Dinky 
Toys has also been m con- 
tinous production from toe 
Binns Road factory. .. It sur¬ 
vived under toe Meccano Ltd 
banner until the company was 
taken over by Lines Brothers, 
which became the largest toy 
manufacturer in Britain. 

But just before Christmas 
2971. Lines Brothers fell into

Sterling deposit funds 

aiting for the clouds 
dear over 
e Channel Islands 



A grey cloud has settled over 
the Channel rsles-based sterling 
deposit funds due to recent 
Inland Revenue interest in 
their taxation arrangements. 

But what is worrying some 
fund managers is not just die 
threat of a Revenue attack 
itself but the length of time it 
could rake to disperse this 
cloud. A definite outcome is 
needed odc way or the other. 

So far this problem only 
directly concerns two oE the 
oldest and largest c>f the dozen 
or so funds now offered—the 
majority of which have been 
launched this year. Indirectly, 
of course, the situation affects 
the whole industry which now 
accounts for some"£230m. 

Managers of both the E34m 
Keyser Ullmann Centra] Assets 
fund and the Lazard Sterling 
Reserve fund, which stands at 
£"0m, were informed three 
weeks ago that rhe Revenue 
** wish to consider ” the possible 
application of section 478 of the 
Income and Corporation Taxes 
Act, 1970, to the funds. 

This section deals with pro¬ 
visions to prevent individuals 
from avoiding income tax by 
transferring assets abroad. It 
is distinct from section 460 
which gives the Revenue power 
to tax an artificial capital gain 
as income, from which this type 
of fund has been given clear¬ 
ance. 

Designed primarily for 
individuals or companies who 
have a future known liability 
or liquidity reserves, these 
funds offer a high degree of 
capital security by investing in 
short — dated sterling — de¬ 


nominated securities such as 
Treasury Bills, Bi’Lfs of 
Exchange, Certificates of 
Deposit and Local Authority 
Bouds. Although the funds are 
generally prepared to hold 
securities with a maximum life 
of a year, at present they ate 
invested much shorter with 
average maturity of three 
months or less. 

With low minimum invest¬ 
ments—often £1,000 or less—a 
small investor can benefit from 
“wholesale” money market in¬ 
terest rates to which he is gen¬ 
erally denied access. The cost 
of this professional money man¬ 
agement varies from fund to 
fund but the maximum is 1 per 
cent pa of cbe value of bis 
investment. 

The investor also has easy 
access to his money. The maxi¬ 
mum notice needed to redeem 
the shares is seven da^s. 

But whatever the investment 
advantages of these funds, the 
main attraction as they stand, 
must be the tax position. The 
funds take their returns mainly 
in the form of capital gains— 
dividend yields amount to less 
than 1 per cent and so effec¬ 
tively transform corporation tax 
or income tax liability into a 
lower capital gains tax liability 
for the investor. 

But now that the Revenue 
has turned its attention to ibis 
tax arrangement managers gen¬ 
erally feel that it is unlikely 
to give these funds its blessing 
by taking no action at all. 

It may, therefore, rule that 
individual investors have a lia¬ 
bility to income tax on their 
returns under section 478. This

does not concern corporate in¬ 
vestors as this section does not 
apply to companies. If such 
a ruling is made,, Keyser Ull¬ 
mann feels the investor has 
“good grounds” to win an ap¬ 
peal, a view endorsed by other 
fund managers in the field. 

Alternatively a clause could 
be introduced in the next Fin¬ 
ance Bill which would effect¬ 
ively put an end to the tax 
advantages offered by these 
funds. Either way, it seems 
likely thac it could be several 
months before the position be¬ 
comes dear. 

The question of whether 
these tax' advantages will sail 
be .available in tbe future and 
the time it is likely to take to 
answer it. leaves the investor in 
no-raan’-viand. Fund managers 
can do no more than make sure 
both existing and potential 
investors are aware of tbe 
situation and leave them to 
make, up their own minds about 
the likely outcome. 

Both Keyser and Ullmann 
and Lazards have experienced 
above average withdrawals in 
the last few weeks. This does 
not mean that these investors 
are home and dry as section 
478 could be applied retrospec¬ 
tively. However, managers gen¬ 
erally feel that this is unlikely 
if only because of the adminis¬ 
tration involved. 

Before redeeming their 
shares, investors should con¬ 
sider the worst that could hap¬ 
pen in the event of the Revenue 
successfully putting an end to 
rhe tax advantages on these 
schemes. At worst the indiv¬ 
idual is exposing himself to tbe 
risk of having to pay the tax 
he would have had to pay any¬ 
way if be invested in an income 
producing asset at home. 

If tbe alternative merely 
means putting cbe money on 
deposit at the local bank they 
are unlikely to be any -worse 
off then leaving the cash where 
it is. But for til os e prepared to 
commit their money for a longer 
term, gilts held for a year and 
a day to take advantage of tbe 
rapiral gains tax concessions or 
a one-year guaranteed income 
bond, might be a better 
alternative.

Small self-administered pen¬ 
sion schemes work on tbe prin¬ 
ciple that rather than making 
conventional executive pension 
plan arrangements with a con¬ 
ventional life office contract, 
directors should be able to con¬ 
trol their own pension prospects 
and at the samp time do their 
company a good turn too.. 

Tbe key provision is that up 


to 50' per cent of the self- 
administered fund can be self- 
invested, that is ploughed back 
into the company. This is 
frowned upon for the standard 
occupational pension plan for 
company employees because of 
the possible risk it emails. Bat, 
for a small company built up ; 
and owned by directors, the ad¬ 
vantages outweigh tbe risks. ■

Get the timing right 



There has been much pressure 
of late for an increase in the 
maternity gram, the lump sum 
payment of £25 that is claimed 
by women having babies. The' 
amount has not been raised' for 
the best part of a decade and 
is clearly insufficient for its 
original purpose which was to 
provide basic necessities for the 
infant. 

But not so the earningsre- 
lated maternity allowance which 
is a welcome supplement to the 
family, budget. However, many 
women wbo have a couple of 
babies within a fairly short 
space of time may miss ots on 
their full entitlement to benefit 
paid to those with the right 
National Insurance contribu¬ 
tions. 

Because the allowance is dep¬ 
endent on their own rather than 


their husband’s contribution 
record, women who give up 
work after their first baby often 
assume they wiH not qualify 
for the weekly benefit when 
they have another. • ' • • 

They would be advised to 
check very carefully. The 
chances are that many wiH -be 
able to claim the f-ufi amount 
the second time around even if 
they have not worked since the 
birth of the first chUd. And 
since the' money involved is a 
maximum payment of nearly 
£35 a. week tax-free for a total 
of 18 weeks, it is clearly worth 
talcing a tittle trouble to check 
on your individual situation. • 

' Payment of the maternity 
allowance and earnings related 
benefit depends on having mode, 
enough contributions in what is 
termed the relevant tea year. 
This can actually be two or 


three .calendar years after the 
one in which you have the 
baby. Women having their first 
babies will qualify on their con¬ 
tributions record and if they 
work up to within- two or three 
months of the birth - they may 
well have clocked' tip sufficient 
contributions In - that tax year 
to entitle them , to maternity 
allowances at any stage in the

Swiss francs climbed more than 
2 centimes, from 1.62225 to L5980, 
against the dollar, additionally, 
benefitting from the removal of 
negative interest charges on 
foreign deposits with Swiss banks.
